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EVACUATION PROBLEMS 


Emergency Committee’s 
Plight 


FUND APPEAL FAILS 


So desperate has the financial position of the Joint 
Emergency Committee for the Religious Education of Jewish 
Children from London become that the Committee had to 
ask the Board of Deputies to call a representative gathering 
of the Community to deal with the problem. 

The Board has agreed to summon such a meeting, which 
will be held on Tuesday evening. (The details of this con- 
ference are published on another page under the heading 
of “A Matter of Urgency.) 

Ihe Director of Jewish Education, Mr. Herbert M. Adler, 
M.B_E.. in announcing this decision at an Executive Com- 
mittee meeting of the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, 
presided over by the President, Dr. L. V. Snowman, at 
Woburn House on Tuesday evening, said that at this 
gathering they intended to put the case fully and frankly, 
and they hoped this time that the community would respond. 

Fhe appeal, he continued, had so tar been a “~ frost 
They had asked for £10,000. So far they had got a litle 
over £1,000, and they had borrowed £3,000, he recalled. on 
the strength of the appeal. He stressed the fact that they 
were now probably faced with a long war, and a long war 
meant a long budget. They now had 127 centres, but 
there was a further factor in the situation: that of the 
second evacuation. Where was the money coming from to 
establish the new centres, he asked. In 1941 they would 
have very little even for the old reception areas and not 
much more than a pittance for London. 

It was a desperate position, which called for desperate 
remedies, he went on, and the Joint Emergency Committee 
had come to the conclusion that it was time the community 
were made acquainted with the real situation. 

Mr. Isidore Fishman. the Education Officer to the Union. 
‘said that when they spoke of going to the Anglo-Jewish 
community they meant going to the rank and file. 

Mr. Albert Jacobs, the Union's Treasurer, presented a 
list of grants to be made for six months and said that in 
place of grants normally made, approximating to £2,000, 
the grants he had to deal with amounted to only £325. 

At the annual meeting which followed, Dr. L. V. Snowman 
moved. and the Rev. Isaac Goldston, the Hon. Secretary, 
seconded, the adoption of the annual report. 

They would see. said Dr. Snowman, that -the - whole 
position of the Union and its future revolved round the 
question of finance, and if the community did not respond 
to the appeal that was being made it would simply mean 
it would allow a generation to grow up lacking in faith 

The President. Dr. L. V. Snowman, was re-elected, and the 
following officers were elected: The Chief Rabbi, Dayan Feld 
man, and Mr. Isaac Wolfson, Vice-Presidents; Mr. Albert Jacobs 
Treasurer: and the Rev. I. Goldston, Hon. Secretary M: 
Maurice Hyams was re-elected Hon, Auditor. 


CANADA TO TAKE REFUGEES 


Mr. Mackenzie King. the Canadian Prime Minister, told 
Parliament on Wednesday that Canada is ready to take 
interned aliens and German prisoners of war from Great 
Britain. This action, he said, had been taken at the request 
of Britain, because of the danger of having a potential 
enemy in the midst of the people during the threat of 
invasion. 


FASCIST PLOT TO SEIZE CANADA 


Details of a plot by Fascist Jew-baiters to seize power 
in Canada this year were revealed in court in Montreal 
this week, at the opening of the trial against Adrien Arcand, 
leader of the black-shirted National Unity Party. 

The details were contained in documents seized during 
police raids on members of Arcand’s Party, which has been 
Outlawed. Letters alleged to have veen received by Arcand 
from Italy and Germany were also pioduced. 


GERMAN LABOUR SHORTAGE 


Germany’s acute labour shortage is forcing the Nazis to 
make use of the Jewish population in industry. 

In a dispatch from its Berlin correspondent, the Riga 
JAUNAKAS ZINAS reports that in recent weeks many Berlin 
enterprises have been so short of labour that they have 
had to take on Jewish workers. About |,500 are employ ed 
in the electrical industry alone. Many “non-Aryans — are 
also working on the railways and in agriculture. 


JEWS DEMAND A 
JEWISH ARMY 


Great Mass Meeting in 
New York 


MR. JABOTINSKY’S RINGING 
CALL 


[from our Correspondent—New York] 

Tremendous enthusiasm was revealed at a great’ mass 
mecting held here on Wednésday nicht wher thousands 
cheered Mr. Viadimif Jabotinsky’s ringing call for the 
raising of a Jewish Army to aid ‘the Allies 

Colonel! J. H. Patterson, D.S.O.. famous for work 
with the Jewish Regiment in the last war, also made an 
eloquent plea for the raising of such an army. Colonel 
Patterson praised “ Bulldog Churcill.” under whose leader- 
ship.” he said, “ we shall wear down the German monster 
and emerge victorious out of this titanic struggle.” He 
warned. the Jews that if Germany. were to win the war 
pogroms of colossal proportions woud ensue all over the 
world... He urged Jewish youth to get: themselves trained 
as air fighters to help in defeating the enemy of civilisation. 

Colonel Patterson stated that he had called the British 
Government's attention “to the great potential value’ of 
Jewish airmen with their qualities of indomitable self- 
rehance and their power.to think quickls——qualities essential 
when flashing through space at a mile in ten seconds.” 


A Tribute To Britain 


In his speech Mr. Jabotinsky paid a thrilling tribute to 
the virtues of the British people and to the contributions 
they had made to the spirit, to the quality, the tenacity 
and the single-mindedness of the people of the United 
States. He personally beheved that France would not easily 
or speedily sign a peace. But whatever happened in this 
respect, Britain was tar less vulnerable than France and the 
Nazis would find a mighty difficulty in attacking the British 
Isles. [he resources of the Allies and of their Empire, 
he declared. were almost inexhaustible 

As regards the call for a Jewish Army. he said that he 
had received the most enthusiastic encouragement from tens 
of thousands of Palestinians, from refugees, and from 
emigrants in all parts of the world from Shanghai to Liver- 
pool and to San Francisco. 

“IT am confident, he said, “that the Jew:sh manhood of 
America will not wish to be counted out in the present 
historic struggle.. If America should need them later in her 
own army in the held, they could soon be transferred. 

‘I challenge Jews, wherever they are still free men, to 
demand the right of fighting this giant rattle-snake, of 
fighting not under such labels as British or French or Polish 
but as a Jewish Army.” 

Mr. Jabotinsky predicted that Czechoslovakia would be 
reconstituted and that Poland would be redeemed so that 
she could redeem herself. 

The Czech Consul-General delivered to the meeting a 
moving message from Dr. Benes, pledging ( zechoslovakia’s 
devotion to her British ally.

Arrival of Himmler 
Reported 


MURDER INCITEMENT 
AGAINST JEWS 


The future of the population trapped in Northern France, 
at present undecided, is fraught with particular danger for 
the Jews among them. 

Altogether there are 275,000 Jews in France. of whom 

beiore the invasion-——-175,000 lived in Paris and 30.000 
in Strasbourg and Alsace. There were also Jewish Com- 
munities in Rheims, Nancy, Le Havre, and Calais. mainly 
engaged in industry and handicrafts. In addition, there 
were many thousands of Jewish efugees from Germany, 
to whom were recently added new fugitives from Belgium. 

Refugees, civilian and military. have been streamine into 
Switzerland. 6,000,000 people are said to be crowding the 
roads of Southern France. | 

A radio station calling itself the “ Voice of Peace ” has 
been calling on the French population to disarm the troops 
and police and murder the Jews. .Numbers of Jews and 
political refugees are said to be hiding in the woods around 
Paris. According to one report.. Himmler. the dreaded 
leader of the Gestapo, has now arrived in the French capital 

No figures are available as to the number of Jews who 


were left in Paris, but already Gestapo squads are reported ’ 


to have been taking action 
Shortly before Paris was abandoned. the local police 
rounded up fifth columnists. They included a number of 
notorious Jew-batiers, among them Serpeilles de Gobineau, 
a descendant of the Count Gobineau. whose racial theories 
deeply influenced the Nazis. The Jew-baiters, if released. 
may thirst for “ revenge.”

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SAVED BY BRITISH NAVY 
Jews on Italian Ship 


A party of 167 Jewish emigrants bound for Palestine has’ 


been rescued by the British Navy, which-captured the 
Italian ship Rodt, on which they were passengers 

The group sailed from Brindisi for. Haifa a few days 
before Italy entered the war and was due to disembark at 
Haifa on June 11. | Midway, however, the ship. in com- 
pliance with orders issued to all Italian vessels, turned back 
to reach an Itahan port. The Jewish passengers telegraphed 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine from the port of Rhodes, 
revealing that they were stranded and appealing for some 
means of transport to continue their journes 

No word was received as to their fate until last Monday 
when the Jewish Agency received a telegram stating that 
the Rodi had been captured by British warships and the 
Jewish refugees were all safe in Malta.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


Through Suffering to Victory 


A superficial reading of the drama tic incident of the 
Twelve Spies, which forms the main subject of interest of 
the Sidra of the Week, would suggest, as is indeed commonly 
assumed, that the forty years’ sojourn of the children of 
Israel in the wilderness was a dire punishment inflicted on 
them as a result of their faithlessness in this instance; 
that had the spies given a favourable report, or had their 
adverse report been decisively rejected by the children of 
Israel, they would have proceeded at once to occupy the 
Land of Israel, the goal of their wanderings. 

Yet strange though it may sound to those who confine 
themselves to this portion of Holy Scripture alone, such an 
assumption represents a misreading of history, a misinter- 
pretation of the Scriptural narrative. A _ reference to 
Exodus xvi, 17, “And it came to pass, when Pharaoh had 
let the people go, that God led them not by the way of 
the land of the Philistines, although that was near, for God 
said, lest peradventure the people repent when they see war, 
and they return to Egypt, but God led the people about by 
the way of the wilderness,” proves beyond question that 
from the very commencement it never was the Divine 
intention to allow them to proceed directly to the Land of 
their fathers, and the incident of the spies was but the 
logical fulfilment of that previously determined decision. 
The Midrash is undoubtedly right when it comments on 
this verse of Exodus, “ The Holy One, blessed be He, made 
them go a roundabout way in the wilderness for forty years.” 
For He said, “If 1 bring them directly by a straight road 
onto the Land of Israel, each one will seize hold of his 
field and vineyard, and forget the Torah. No! I will lead 
them by way of the wilderness, they will be forced to eat 
the manna, to drink the waters of the well, and the Torah 
will settle in their very beings.” Nor is the dire decree of 
which we read to be interpreted as a punishment which was 
to last for forty years. It was a decree whose explicitly 
was that the generation which went up 
from Egypt should die in the wilderness and a new genera- 
tion, a generation born in the wilderness, hardy, virile, 
inured to hardship, should go up and conquer the. land. 
For a generation which had been brought up among the 
fleshpots of Egypt, a generation which preferred thraldom 
and comfort to freedom and hardship, a generation which 
did not leave the land of its bondage until it was literally 
expelled from there, a generation which at the first sight 
of the horrors of war would ignominiously give up the 
struggle and return to its servitude, a generation which at 
every discomfort and every reverse would immediately 
proclaim, “Let us appoint a leader and return to Egypt.” 
in short, a discontented, spiritless generation, could never 
attain the goal of their desires. Such a generation could 
only wander miserably in the desert until they died out. A 
new generation had to arise, a “ generation of the wilder- 
ness,” hardy and virile sons of the desert, who realised that 
their food was manna dropped from Heaven, and their very 
water had to be digged for, a generation which could 
triumph over adversity, laugh at misfortune, and out of 
every setback distil the spirit of determination and courage 
to press On again. 

These considerations, true and undeniable, point an 
insistent moral to us to-day who are engaged in a desperate 
life and death struggte, on the outcome of which will depend 
whether right and truth and justice are to prevail or whether 
the world is to lapse and revert to that barbarism and 
brutality, that thraldom and servitude from which it has so 
slowly and painfully and at such tremendous cost emerged. 
They provide the answer to the question why the world has 
to go through such untold and incredible sufferings before 
it can attain its tdeals. 

“ The Land of Israel is not to be acquired except through 
anguish and suffering,” say our Rabbis, but the statement 
is not exclusive. It is equally true of every ideal, of every 
goal of man’s ambition. It is not the man who hankers 
after a life of ignoble ease and material comfort, whose one 
thought is for the fleshpots of Egypt, who, looking askance 
at the monotonous food of a time of. crisis, sensuously 
yearns for “ the fish which we ate in Egypt, the cucumbers, 
and the melons and the leeks,” not the man who at the first 
sign of a reverse throws in his hand, certainly not the man 
who, faced with the choice of bondage and comfort on the 
one hand and hardship and freedom on the other, chooses 
the former who will emerge triumphant through an ordeal. 
No! For that we must have a “ generation of the wilder- 
ness,’ willing to suffer in order to triumph, turning mis- 
fortune into a determination to succeed, and regarding the 
crucible of suffering only as the fire which tempers steel 
and renders it impervious to every stress and strain. 

“ Lest the people repent when they see war and return to 
Egypt.” But the next verse tells us that “the children of 
Israel went up armed from Egypt.” What a_ profound 
moral lies in the juxtaposition of these two verses! O 
what use are arms in the hand if there be a craven spirit in 
the heart! All the arms in the world will not help if we 
are not prepared to endure! 

€ are entered on a grim struggle: Upon our courage 
and our endurance more than upon our arms will the 
outcome depend, that through suffering we may be tried 


and tested, and through victory come to peace and the 
triumph of our Cause.

EMIGRATION OF REFUGEES 


Negotiations With U.S.A. 


DUKE OF DEVONSHIRE’S 
REVELATIONS 


The British Government is now in touch with Washington 
on the question of America’s reception of enemy alien 
refugees now in Great Britain. This was revealed by the 
Duke OF Devonsuire, Under-Secretary of State for India, 
in a debate in the House of Lords on the Fifth Column 
and the position of the B.B.C. He was replying to demands 
for removal of the present age limits to permit internment 
of enemy aliens under 16 and over 70. 

He pointed out, however, that shipping questions are 
involved and “events may well take such a course that we 
may want shipping for other purposes than conveving 
refugees to America.” 

VISCOUNT ELIBANK Opened the debate with a demand for 
stricter treatment of enemy aliens. 


Richborough Pioneers Interned 


The BisHor oF CHICHESTER stressed the view that an in- 


sufficiently discriminating internment of aliens “cannot be 


in all circumstances either necessary or right.” He praised 
the Home Office for its care and thoroughness in dealing 
with a very heavy task and referred to cases of genuine 
hardships and injustice among the internees. 

He denounced the pressure which had been put upon 
the Government to intern refugees, and said that it reflected 
an extraordinary lack of confidence, in the police ‘and 
Government authorities. 

‘Large numbers of the men who have now been so 
suddenly interned were actually working for the Govern- 
ment when they were taken,” he declared. “Some of vour 
Lordships know the camp of the Pioneer Corps at Rich- 
borough. The men who were working at Richborough as 
proved and trusted servants of the Government, because 
they lived in Richborough, on Whit Sunday last were 
removed from Richborough and are now interned. They 
do not understand it. This action.is really depriving the 
country of valuable work. These men were encouraged-— 
rather strongly encouraged—to join the Pioneer Corps 
They most willingly accepted this opportunity of serving 
the country to which they are so grateful. Now they are 
interned and out of action. unable to help 

* There is another category of considerable importance — 
quite a different class. Amongst the internees lately made 
are something like thirty scholars of great eminence im 
Europe whose loyalty to this country is beyond any manner 
of doubt. Some of these men have made very great con- 
tributions to seience and to learning in various branches. 
Some of them have been doing work for the Government. 
Now .they are useless.” 


The Government's Difficulties 


In winding up the debate, the Duke of Devonshire said: 

“ Public security must come first. It ts realised that in 
pursuit of that policy injustice and hardship may be caused, 
and while the Government hesitate, and | believe rightly 
hesitate, to cause hardship wherever it can be avoided, they 
are not deterred by the fear of causing hardship from 
putting public safety first. Subject to that consideration it 
iS quite Obviously undesirable to intern people who need 
not to be interned.” 

He expressed sympathy with the speech of the Bishop 
of Chichester, which. he said, “will probably command 
more sympathy when the war is over than it does to-day. | 
can assure him that, subject to the consideration | have 
mentioned. the Government are most anxious to avoid 
causing hardship, but I am advised that a general review 
of all aliens who recently have been interned would. at 
the present time, be really impossible. It is not, in fact, 
possible to prove a man’s bona fides. 

“I have no doubt that the vast majority of these unhappy 
people, for whom I feel the deepest sympathy, are genuine 
refugees from Hitler and are .100 per cent. with us in our 
endeavours to overthrow him: but equally there can be no 
doubt that there are some others, and it is difficult to decide 
between them. After all, there is no one except myself 
who can be perfectly sure that | am not a German spy. 

“There is also the consideration that in some cases the 
safety of these people themselves requires that they should 
be interned. So far. we have not had heavy bombing over 
England. It is not unreasonable to say that we may expect 
much heavier bombing in the not distant future, and the 
consequent violent exacerbation of public feeling Spain 
the Germans may react upon these unhappy people if they 
are not interned.”

A Peer Suspects His Fellows 
LORD MARLEY’S WARNING 


” The Fascists are no danger to this country,” said Lorp 
Newton in a debate on the Daily Worker in the House 
of Lords last week. The view was not shared by other 
Lords, and in particular Lorp Martey said: “I am quite 
certain he is wrong in supposing that the Fascists—in other 
words the Nazis—are not dangerous. I personally am very 
glad that the Government have seen fit to put under lock 
and key temporarily until trial takes place that well-known 
person who is to be what the Nazis call Gauleiter of this 
country and also a member of another place who I under- 
Stand is nominated as Gauleiter of Scotland. 

“ There are one or two members of your Lordships’ 
House who ought to have been similarly treated—those who 
have been closely connected with Hitler through their 
families or otherwise. Personally 1 think that that sort 
of people should not be allowed, if we have a Secret Session. 
to be present during the discussion which takes place in 
your Lordships’ House on that occasion. I recommend to 
the noble Lord consideration of that Suggestion. 

“ As regards Fascists and Nazis in this country we do 
know that they have been guilty of such acts as signalling 
to the enemy, being in illegal possession of wireless sets, 
showing lights at night in places of military importance — 
all things which to my mind are exceedingly dangerous.” 


MISS MARY ALLEN 


Miss Mary Allen was mentioned in questions in the House 
of Commons when Mr. Gienvit HALL (Lab.. Colne Vallev) 
asked the Home Secretary if it was the intention of the 
Government to take over the control of the Women’s 
Auxiliary Service. 

Mr. Ossert Peake: The organisation calling itself the 
“ Women’s Auxiliary Service” is an entirely unofficial body 
which has no connection with any Government service. and 
the Home Secretary Knows of no suggestion that the 
Government should take any responsibility for it or utilise 
its services in. any way. 

Mr. Hall asked if he was aware that this organisation was 
run by Miss Mary Allen, who masqueraded in semi-male 
attire and was a known Fascist. 

Mr. Peake said she had attracted attention to herself in 
various Ways and at various times and she had not escaped 
the eye of the authorities. That was his reason for saying 
the Government had no intention of taking any responsibility 
for this force. 

Sik W. Davison (Con., South Kensington) asked if it was 
not very undesirable in these times that anv unauthorised 
organisation should be allowed to proceed. | 

Mr. Peake: My information is that this organisation is 
not proceeding at the present time. 


COLONIAL DEVELOPMENT BILL 


Amid general approval, the Colonial Development and 
Welfare Bill passed the House of Commons after Mr. 
Georce Hatt, Under-Secretary for the Colonies. had 
modified expectations in two respects. 

First, the Government may have to go on without the 
two advisory committees, as it is difficult to get first-class 
men with the necessary time to serve on these in war condi- 
tions. Second, the broad flow of planned development, 
covering the whole economy of each territory and related 
to all its needs, must await the peace. 

Mr. C. G. AMMON (Lab., N. Camberwell) hoped this 
would not be an excuse for allowing the Bill to die of 
emaciation, or for the Treasury to strangle it in its infancy. 
Fven in war years it might be worth while taking a long- 
range view. 


JEWISH EDUCATION IN PERIL 


SOS for Funds 
THE NEED FOR TEACHERS 


An urgent SOS to the Anglo-Jewish Community to come 
to the aid of Hebrew and religious education, which is 
now in imminent financial peril, was sent forth at the 
annual reunion and presentation of diplomas to students 
attending the Jewish Higher Education Centre, at Wobura 
House on Sunday. Dr. Israel Feldman presided. 

Six diplomas were awarded, four of the six going to 
young women. Mrs. Feldman distributed the awards. 

The Rev. I. Goldston, Chairman of the Centre Com- 
mittee, said they felt that all sections of Jewish religious 
education must be maintained during the hard times which 
pressed upon them. But they felt equally that if the teqch- 
ing of religion and Hebrew and their faith was to go on, 
then the one thing that must be kept aflame the whole 
time was the preparation of the teachers. 

The Chief Rabbi said that further Jewish Communities 
in Europe were in danger of annihilation, and words failed 
to express the infinite tragedy which it meant for the Jewish 
people and the Jewish faith. A small section realised that 
their strength and power to endure and survive this un- 
paralleled gehennum was dependent upon their steadfastness 
and loyalty to their sacred heritage, laws, commandments, 
and ideals, and that such loyalty and steadfastness were 
first of all dependent upon their knowing that heritage. 
Therefore, they wanted guides and teachers. 


Spiritual Understanding 


Dr. Israc! Feldman said the true significance of 
behind Judaism could not be learnt or acquired through the 
medium of just public exhortations or occasional gatherings.

WAR PREPARATIONS 


Attempt to Form a Yishuvy War 
**C abinet”’ 


HIGH COMMISSIONER’S 
BROADCASI 


It is understood that the Executive of the Vaad Leumi 
is NOW conducting negotiations with the Jewish parties tor 
the tormation of a Yishuvy War Cabinet. This Cabinet 
would be composed of Mr. M. Shertok, head of the Jewish 
Agency's Poliuical Department; Mr. Israel Rokach, Mayor 
of Tel-Aviv; Mr. David Remez (Labour Party); Dr. Altman 
(Revisionists); and Rabbi Meir Berlin (Mizrachi). 

A warning against Fifth Column activities was sounded 
by Sir Harold MacMichael, the High Commissioner, in 
- first broadcast to the population since Italy's declaration 
of war. 

He warned the men and women of Palestine “ to unmask 
these traitors” and not to listen to rumours. He warned 
Fifth Column elements that their emergence from obscurity 
would result in their capture. 

In the course of his speech he announced that the military 
courts which had been functioning in Palestine since 
November, 1937, would no longer inflict the death penalty 
and would in future only try cases arising out of offences 
committed after June 15. The return to normal conditions 
of order in the country, he said, had made this possible. 


Record Budget 


A war-time budget for the current fiscal year—the largest 
in Palestine’s history—has been published in the Official 
Gazette. It provides for expenditure in excess of 
£8,000,000. 

A censorship on inland telegrams has been imposed. The 
censorship will also apply to telegrams sent from Palestine 
to Transjordan. 

All road traffic throughout Palestine has been prohibited 
during black-out hours. 

Public shelters to accommodate 15,000 people in the event 
of air raids on Tel-Aviv are now being rushed to com- 
pletion. 200 public shelters are being constructed urgently, 
and private houseowners have been ordered to construct 
shelters in all suitable buildings. Municipal engineers are 
supervising the work. 

Thirty-two first-aid posts have been established in addition 
to provisional hospitals. All doctors in Tel-Aviv and 300 
nurses have been mobilised fOr handling casualties. The 
fire brigade has been reorganised and supplied with the most 
modern equipment. Sirens to sound air raid alarms have 

been installed throughout the city. 


J.N.F. CARRIES ON 
New Town Near Beisan 


The Jewish National Fund has announced that despite 
the new war situation it will proceed with the immediate 
erection of its new urban centre for 250 families on 600 
dunams of land adjoining Beisan. The new town will serve 
as a centre for the ten surrounding Jewish settlements. It 
is planned to make it a trading centre with workshops, a 
hotel, and accommodation for a physician and pharmacy. 

Forty Sefardic families, formerly resident in Beisan, will 
be among the residents of the new centre. 


GERMAN SYNAGOGUE “REBUILT” 
IN PALESTINE 


(From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM] 


Some three years ago the entire Jewish community of 
Rexingen, in Germany, liquidated their property and, 
amidst the sympathetic farewells of their “ Aryan” neigh- 
bours, left for Palestine. They established the pleasant sea- 
shore village of Shavei Zion, north of Acre. 

In November, 1938, their old synagogue at Rexingen was 
among the Jewish houses of worship destroyed in Goebbels’s 
sags Exactly a year later they laid the foundation stone 
Or a synagogue, assembly-hall, and school at Shavei Zion, 
out of a donation from the Marks-Taenzer family of Tel- 
Aviv. The synagogue has just been formally consecrated. 
It is a replica of one they Jeft behind in Rexingen and 
which Goebbels’s bullies destroyed. 


EDUCATIONAL REFORMS 
Negotiations With the Government 


Proposed reforms in the Hebrew school system have been 
outlined to the Press by Dr. A. Katznelson and Dr. 
Mossinsohn. Dr. Katznelson stated that the Vaad Leumi 
was preparing a memorandum which would endeavour to 
meet the Government recommendations half way. 

Dr. Mossinsohn said that each nation had its own system 
of education, and it was hoped that the Government, which 
made a grant towards the Jewish school system, would not 
attempt to impose any particular system. 

Only the Zionist Congress could decide on the abolition 
of the three types of schools in favour of a unified system, 
and until such time as this was done the present general 
arrangement must remain in force. The new proposals, 
however, would simplify the administration and reduce the 
differences between fhe various types of schools. 


GRAPEFRUIT CONSIGNMENT FOR 
ENGLAND 


{From our Correspondent-—JERUSALEM] 


Jewish and Arab citrus-growers are co-operating in a 
joint petition to the Government Citrus Control Board to 
secure a removal of the ban on import of Palestine grape- 
fruit into the United Kingdom. The repeal of all import 
licences for grapefruit grown in countries outside the Em- 
pire, it is pointed out, ought not to apply to the fruit from 
Palestine, which is technically part of the Enipire in spite 
of the League Mandate. 

Actually, grapefruit exports from Palestine do not coincide 
with the summer but begin in the late autumn, and local 
exporters are worried lest they be forbidden then. During 
the past season, Palestine sent only |,000,000 cases of grape- 
fruit abroad compared with 2,100,000 cases in 1938-39. 


CHEESE-MAKING 


At Kfar Shmaryahu, a settlement of German Jewish 
farmers transplanted to the soil of Palestine from urban 
pursuits in their native Reich, an agreement has been 
reached with the Paldag Company for the establishment of 
a cheese-making plant. | 

Paldag has undertaken to purchase 1,000 litres of milk 
daily from the settlement (named after Dr. Shmaryahu 
Levin) for conversion into cheese. The settlement produces 
at present 500 litres daily, and it will therefore have to 
double its production. The plant will be run by two experts 
who have had experience of cheese manufacture abroad. 
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JUNIOR HADASSAH SUBSIDISES 
CHILDREN’S HOSPITAL 


The Junior Hadassah of U.S.A. has cabled $5,000 to 
Palestine towards the erection of a hospital in the children’s 
village of Meir Shfeyah, in Samaria. The hospital, which 
will be named in honour of Miss Alice L. Seligsberg, of 
New York, who was instrumental in establishing hospitals 
and clinics in Palestine in 1918, will provide the medical 
and health needs of the 165 children living in Meir Shfeyah. 


LAND OF ISRAEL NEWS ITEMS 


THe consortium of three banks (Anglo-Palestine Bank, 
Barclay’s Bank, and Ottoman Bank) which are to grant Govern- 
ment-guaranteed loans to citrus growers in Palestine, is reported 
to be planning a limited liability company to finance citrus 
exports. 

Durino the last scholastic term, there were 79,219 Jewish 
children in Palestine schools, of whom 53,334 pupils were in 
the schools maintained by the National Council of Palestine 


Jews (Vaad Leumi). 

Jewisu fisheries in Palestine during the period of October, 
1939. to March, 1940, sold 56 tons of fish valued at £2,700, com- 
pared with 32 tons (£1,200) in the similar period of 1938/39. 

THe Palestine Association of Friends of the Hebrew 
University. of which the Hon. President is Mr. Justice Gad 
Frumkin, of the Palestine Supreme Court, now has 3,800 
members. Its income last year was £P1,900, an increase of 
£P600 over the previous year. 

In consequence of the paper shortage, all five Hebrew dailies 
have increased their prices for single copies and monthly sub- 
scriptions, Only a mil (4d.) has so far been put on the single 
copy. Advertising rates will also have to be put up to keep 
pace with rising costs. Some of the papers have been con- 
sidering the reduction of their size as a means of carrying on. 

Dr. M. Hinpes, former President of the Keren Hayesod in 
Warsaw. has arrived in Palestine accompanied by his mother. 

Proressor Leon Rorn has been elected Rector of the Hebrew 
University for the coming two years Dr Roth, who occupies 
the Chair of Philosophy, succeeds Professor A. A. Fraenkel. 

Tue signatures of some of the most prominent Arabs in 
Palestine have been attached to a petition sent to the High 
Commissioner requesting that the Government pay compensa- 
tion for damage to property arising_out of the disturbances. 
The signatories include the Chairman of the Municipal Com- 
mission of Jaffa; the former Mayor of Jaffa; the Mayor of 
Nablus, and Ragheb Bey Nashashibi 

Firreen Jewish fishermen are encamped on the beach at 
Caesarea and have begun work with local Arab fishermen and 
Yugoslav experts brought there by the. Jewish Agency. The 
fishermen come from the kvutzoth Sedoph Yam and Mishmar 
Hayam, in the Haifa Bay area. 

THE season's total of export citrus fruit is 7,500,000 cases, 
representing just a little over one half of the 1938/9 shipments. 

Sates of electricity by the Palestine Electric Corporation, 
Ltd., during the first quarter of the year advanced to 17,328,000 
kilowatt hours, an increase of about 4,800,000 units over the 
consumption in the same period of 1939. 

Tue Government has approved a loan of £1,800 to Hedera, 
at the rate of 44 per cent. for five years. 

Tue High Commissioner has given permission for the return 
to Palestine of Auni Bey Abdul Hadi, exiled Arab leader and 
one of the principal figures in the Arab revolt. Auni Bey is 
now m Egypt.

ANOTHER ITALIAN “VICTORY” 


War-time Persecution of Jews 


One of the first war-time acts of the Italian Military 
Command has been to forbid foreigners who have lived in 
Italy for less than twenty years to remain in Rome, Milan, 
Trieste, Venice, Naples, Genoa, Florence, and the islands of 
Sicily and Sardinia. The order was primarily intended for 
Jewish refugees from Poland, Czechoslovakia, and 
Germany. The people have been ordered to concentrate 
in specific places, where in all probability they will be 
interned. 

The order has also affected a number of Jews who were 
on the way to Palestine and were awaiting their ships at 
Trieste. | 

Native Italian Jews of military age are being mobilised 
—wsually into anti-aircraft corps because of the law recently 
passed forbidding Jews to serve in the Army proper. But 
Jewish doctors and engineers are being rounded up for 
military work. 

The Government has issued an order that all Jewish 
merchants are to register their stocks of raw materials and 
manufactured goods with the local police or Fascist 
organisations, and banks have closed all Jewish accounts. 


ITALIAN JEWS IN EGYPT 


Freed From Restrictions 


Restrictions placed upon Italians resident in Egypt will 
not apply to Italian Jews, it was officially stated in Cairo 
this week. The Italian Jews number about 5,000, or about 
10 per cent. of the local Italian colony. Many of them 
were taken into custody and detatned for a day or two 
following Italy's entrance into the war, only to be released 
subsequently. 

[heir position, however, was difficult, as hundreds of 
them were unable to continue work or business activities 
because their credits had been blocked in accordance with 
the general measures taken against Italians. These restric- 
tions have now been lifted so far as the Italian Jews are 
concerned. 

The same conditions apply to local German Jewish 
refugees, and several noted physicians and surgeons are now 
able to continue their work at Jewish hospitals in Cairo and 
Alexandria. 


JEWS IN FRANCO SPAIN 
Apostasy—or Discrimination 
{From a Correspondent} 


The present situation in the Mediterranean once again 
focuses attention on the position of the Jews remaining in 
Spain under the Franco regime. 

Most of them are concentrated in Barcelona, where they 
number S00, as against 1,000 at the end of 1938. Before 
the civil war they numbered 5,000. The 1,000 Jews who 
remained when Franco took Barcelona were mainly traders 
and artisans, with little interest in political affairs, and 
mainly stateless or of Polish nationality. The German 
Jews among them were arrested by order of the Gestapo, 
but were soon released. The litthe Synagogue was closed 
down, and has not been reopened. (Recently it was broken 
into and desecrated, according to one account.) 

The 500 Jews who remain to-day live in an atmosphere 
of hostility, for they have been discriminated against and 
the Press and wireless have conducted a violent anti-Jewish 
campaign. It is even reported that a law was to be issued 
for the expulsion of all Jews who entered the country after 
1931}. 

Their only means of avoiding discrimination at present 
is—as during the Inquisition—by conversion. Thus, in 
spite of Nazi influence, full-blooded racialism has not been 
adopted. Jews who become Catholics are safe—tfor the 
moment. Much will depend on war developments. 


VIENNA’S JEWISH PAUPERS 
In Clogs and Rags 


A picture of Jewish life in Vienna to-day is given by an 
eye-witness in the well-known Hungarian Pester Lioyp. 
« According to his account, Vienna Jews are in a state of 
semi-starvation. Even in pre-war times the Jewish ration 
was half that of the rest of the population, Now, with 
the increasing shortage of flour in the Reich, the ration has 
been reduced still further. There are days on end when 
Jews get no bread at all. Jews are now easily recognised 
by their shabby clothes. Most of the Jews wear wooden 
shoes, as do most of the poor people in Germany owing 
to the shortage of leather. 

They read no newspapers and they are not allowed to 
listen to the wireless. As a result, they lead a life of 
extreme apathy towards everything, including their own 
suffering. The impression they leave on the observer is 
that of a people in the depths of despair.

HOLLAND AND BELGIUM UNDER 
NAZI RULE 


Refugees on Trial 


Figures from reliable Jewish sources reveal the following 
picture of the position in Holland. 

On the eve of the Nazi invasion, the country had some 
22.700 Jewish refugees from Germany, Austria, and the 
former Czech Republic. Of these, only about 2,000 of the 
richer refugees managed to escape abroad—without their 
property; the rest—over 100,000—are in the hands of the 
Gestapo. 

This calamity is ascribed to the efficiency of the Nazi spy- 
system. The Nazis apparently had their own men in every 
refugee internment camp in Holland, and many of the Dutch 
overseers were in their pay. Spies disguised as refugees 
watched every movement. 

Refugees born in Germany are being sent back to the 
Reich, where they are being put on trial for leaving the 
country without permission; for tax evasion, for exporting 
capital; and for atrocity propaganda; all of which spell long 
years of confinement in concentration camps and prisons. 
Those born in Poland are being deported to the Lublin 
reservation. They are allowed to take with them only the 
clothes they wear and not more than seventy marks in cash. 

At the same time, the Gestapo keeps arresting large 
numbers of Dutch Jewish intellectuals, social workers, and 
merchants. Industrialists are being forced to give up their 
stocks of raw materials and foodstuffs. 

Jewish institutions in Holland are partially closed, and 
all their records have been confiscated. The reason the 
Nazis refrain from closing them down entirely is that they 
want the organisations to provide torced labour, and collect 
funds and other contributions which the Nazis may want to 
impose specially on the Jewish community. 


Destitution in Amsterdam 


The position of the Jewish population in Amsterdam is 
becoming desperate. Within a few weeks, one of the most 
prosperous Jewish communities in Europe has been reduced 
to dire poverty. Were it not for the soup kitchens opened 
by foreign Jewish retief organisations which are distributing 
free meals once a day, thousands of local Jews would starve. 

Belgian Jews have so far fared better than the Dutch. 
Large numbers of them managed to escape to France, and 
only 20,000 (for the most part aged and invalid people) 
are believed to have stayed behind. The pre-war Jewish 
population was 60,000. 

All Jewish institutions in Brussels and Antwerp ape closed. 
Banks have been ordered to submit lists of Jewish depositors. 


NEW USE FOR LUBLIN 


A school for German parachute troops to make good the 
losses suffered by the parachutist regiments in the recent 
campaigns has been opened at the Lublin airport, in the 
heart of the Jewish reservation, says the CORRIERE DELLA 
Sera, of Milan. 

All the Jews residing in the vicinity have been ordered to 
move so that they may not witness activities at the airport. 
Local villagers have also been evacuated. 


LITHUANIA’S NEW PLEDGE 


M. Palezkis, the new President and Prime Minister of 
Lithuania, broadcast to the nation on Wednesday emphasis- 
ing that his Government will fight against chauvinism, and 
appealing to all citizens, regardless of race or religion, to 
collaborate for the welfare of the country. The new Prime 
Minister 1s well known as an opponent of anti-Semitism. 

In naming Dr. Leon Kogan Minister of Health. M. 
Palezkis has given Lithuania its first Jewish Minister in 19 
years. Dr. Kogan is a well-known social worker and 
Y iddishist. 


UNITING POLISH JEWRY 


[From our former Warsaw Correspondent) 


Negotiations for the creation of a united body represent- 
ing Polish Jews abroad are nearing completion. It is to 
consist of about 25 Polish Jews of various shades of opinion, 
and its seat is to be near that of the Polish National Council 
and Cabinet. 

Amongst the parties who have agreed to take part are, 
I uaderstand, the Zionists, Agudists, and Mizrachists. The 
Bund and the New Zionist. Organisation have not yet fully 
defined their attitude. 

_ Although no final agreement has been reached, the body 
is to consist in the first place of leading Polish Jews who 
had formerly played a prominent part in the political and 
social world in Poland and who are now living as refugees 
abroad. .In addition, there are to be representatives of the 
various Organisations of Polish Jews which have come into 
being since the war in various countries. These are to have 


the same rights and duties, and in some cases will act: as 


local branches. 


POLISH JEWRY’S FUTURE 
Emigration Plan Repudiated 


The Polish Information Centre, of New York, in a state- 
ment to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, has repudiated a 
pamphlet published by the Polish writer, M. Gluchowski 
demanding the emigration from Poland of at least one 
million Jews. (The pamphlet was described in Tue Jewisu 
CHRONICLE recently.) 

M. Stefan Ropp, Director of the Information Centre 
said that M. Gluchowski (who is Secretary of the Polish 
National Council in America) had never been connected 
with it, and that the views voiced in the pamphlet were 
M. Gluchowski’s own and did not reflect official Polish 
opinion. 

it was asserted in the pamphlet that only when “ the per- 
centage of Jews in Poland is reduced to at least one-third 
of the present number will the Jewish problem in Poland 
be solved, or rather cease to exist.” It expressed indiffer- 
ence as to where the “ surplus” Jews would go, but main- 
tained that it was for the “ benefit both of the Jews and of 
the Poland of to-morrow that they should emigrate.” 


DEFEAT FOR HUNGARIAN 
HENLEIN 


Demands Total Autonomy for All— 
Except Jews 


The Hungarian Lower House, by a vote of 200-21, has 
rejected a far-reaching Bill introduced by Hubay, the leader 
of the Arrow Cross (Nazi) Party, granting the utmost 


autonomy to the German and all other minorities in - 


Hungary except the Jewish one. The Bill, which is strongly 
reminiscent of the autonomy demands made by Konrad 
Henlein in Czechoslovakia two years ago, aroused a storm 
of public protest and shocked political leaders, who are 
wondering whether its significance is merely that the 
Hungarian Nazis are attempting to curry favour with the 
Germans or whether the Bill was presented to Parliament 
on definite orders from Berlin. 


YUGOSLAVIA FIRM AGAINST 
‘NAZI JEW-BAITERS 


The feelings of the people in Yugoslavia, Serbs and 
Croats alike, are rapidly rising against the Nazis and their 
anti-Jewish agitation. The majority of the population now 
realises the grave danger which threatens them, and Nazi 
agents are now confronted not only with the extreme 
vigilance of the police but also with public anger. 

Nazi efforts to organise a boycott of the Jews are treated 
with contempt. Agitators who still Attempt to persuade the 
Yugoslavs that the Jews are responsible for the war are 
told that all the evidence shows that hundreds of thousands 
of Jews have become the victims of Nazi aggression, and 
not vice versa. 


VIGILANCE 


Danger of Racial Hysteria 


The need for preventing anti-Fifth Column activity in the 
U.S.A. from degenerating into racial hysteria was stressed 
this week in a national broadcast from Washington by Mr. 
Biddle, the new head of the Immigration Bureau. He gave 
a pledge that the Department of Justice would not abandon 
fundamental democratic principles, including the generous 
and just treatment of refugees. Control of immigration 
into the United States was transferred last month from the 
Department of Labour to the Department of Justice in order 
to facilitate the weeding out of undesirables. 

Addressing the Women’s Division of the American Jewish 
Congress recently, State Assemblyman Robert F. Wagner 
said that “there could be nothing more unpatriotic in this 
land of many peoples and many creeds and many races 
than the persecution of minorities and the fomenting of 
hatred and strife on the basis of race or religion.” 


U.S. JEWS PRAY FOR HOLLAND 


The Dutch Consul-General in New York and representa- 
tives of Dutch societies attended a special service for the 
stricken people of the Netherlands, held at the local Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue. Dr. David de Sola Pool led 
in special prayers for Holland, and the sermon was preached 
in Dutch by Rabbi D. A. J. Cardozo. 


RELIEF FOR WARSAW 


Forty-eight wagon-loads of foodstuffs, the gift of the 
American Red Cross, have reached Warsaw and been turned 
over to the Polish Relief Committee, according to 
information received in Geneva. 


TRAINING AMERICAN JEWISH SAILORS 


A drive for funds to establish a merchant marine training 
school for Jewish youths on the Atlantic seaboard is being 
launched by the American branch of the Jewish Marine 
League. The League will seek to raise $200,000, of which 
$110,000 will be for the school and the remainder for a 
1,200-ton sailing ship for training cruises. 

Captain Halperin, who formerly headed the Jewish 
Marine School at Civita Vecchia, Italy, will act as 
supervisor, 


ORT-OSE WORK IN AUSTRALIA 
Sir Isaac Isaacs to Head Appeal 


The tremendous increase in the suffering which has 
befallen East European, Central European, and con- 
siderable part of Western Jewries and the difficulties 
involved in obtaining relief for them in Europe have com- 
pelled the Executive of the Ort-Ose to concentrate on the 
British Dominions. 

Australia is again taking up the work, and Sir Isaac 
Isaacs has agreed to head an appeal of the Ort-Ose. Sir 
Isaac’s warm sympathy and willingness to do what he can 
in this connection will be a great encouragement and 
stimulus. Although Sir Isaac was extremely busy with his 
public duties, the harassing report he had received from 
Mr. Honig, who went out to Australia on behalf of the 
Ort-Ose, led him to decide to take on this additional burden. 
He expressed his opinion that in responding to the appeal 
of the Ort-Ose, who do excellent work for the Jewish 
public all over the Empire, he would enhance and strengthen 
the efforts of the British Government in its great struggle 
against the aggressors and oppressors of humanity. 

“If ever there was a holy war,” Sir Isaac said, “it is 
this war against Nazism. The misery that Hitler has already 
caused to millions of people in Europe, and particularly 
to the Jews, who had Hitler’s war on their shoulders for 
seven years, has shown the world even on the other side 
of the Pacific that they are fighting for the preservation of 
everything that humanity holds dear.” :

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‘THIS FATEFUL HOUR | 


“THE Battle of France is over. The Battle of Britain 
is about to begin.” In these two simple sentences the 
Prime Minister has signalised the latest and most 
crucial stage of the Allies’ struggle and the world’s 
crisis. History is being written in feverish haste and 
with a relentless sword. Dictators, drunk with arro- 
gance, mock with insulting peace offers the French 
armies, betrayed by an orgy of Fifth Column foulness 
and retreating before a tornado of steel. Ancient States 
totter and fall, though, we know in our hearts, to rise 
again. And the robot steps of the barbarian hordes 
have brought them, at the cost, it is true, of colossal 
losses, within eye-sight of Britain herself, the last 
remaining citadel of liberty in Europe. ’ 

“The Battle of Britain is about to begin.” Invasion, 
the forlorn and futile dream of past conquerors, has 
taken possession of the mind of the newest and most 
daring, as well as the most brutal, of that odious line. 
Will this dream of the ages at last materialise in our 
day? Is the Nazi pollution to poison with its Nazi 
presence to any serious extent the soil and the atmos- 
phere of free England? The men and women of these 
islands do not believe it, and Mr. Churchill has 
advanced solid reasons for confidence—especially the 
formidable difficulties of the adventure and the strength 
of our defence. 

But armed defence is not the oniy requisite of victory. 
The onset of the Nazi monster will be a test of our 
spirit too, to the uttermost—-our courage, Our constancy, 
and our faith. It is, in great degree, the clash of metal 
with morale, and from that grim collision we profoundly 
believe the British spirit will emerge unsullied and 
unbroken. ‘Fhe country is determined. [t will not wear 
the slave livery of the Nazi bosses. It will not eat, 
drink, breathe, and sleep under the whip of the Gestapo. 
And for any invaders who may manage to sneak 
through, the Biblical sentence passed on intolerable 
beastliness is assuredly in store—the land will “ spew 
them out.” 

For Britons have taken the true measure of the 
menace, and their leader has set it forth in unmistakable 
terms. “Upon this battle depends the survival of 
Christian civilisation. Upon it depends our own British 
life, and the long contimuity of our institutions and our 
Empire.” 

We would especially address a word to our own 
coreligionists at this grave and decisive moment. Who 
better than they know the worse-than-death which 
Nazism portends? Who have greater reason to fight 
against the spread and dominance of Nazi principles, 
or lack of them? Who have greater cause to fight 
against the Nazis’ filthy doctrines of tyranny and hate, 
their blind and measureless cruelty, their sadist exulta- 
tion in the defiance of the laws of God and man? For 
seven years Jews have seen Nazidom remorselessly 
crushing one Jewry after another. They have seen 
their coreligionists driven like cattle from their homes, 
to be massacred by machine-guns, or to the slow 
slaughter of hunger, and to asphyxiation in ghettoes. 
And they have heard, again and again, the Nazi pledge 
to exterminate the Jews of Europe—even as they now 
pledge themselves to exterminate Great Britain. If even 
yet the horrors of the Nazi visitation are not fully under- 
stood let them consider the Jewish suicide rol!—silent 
witness to the maddening despair sown by HITLerR and 
his piratical crew. 

British Jews are fortunate that here, in these islands, 
is offered them the opportunity to join their fellow- 
citizens in countering the newest and most desperate 
of the Nazi gamblers’ throws. They have the chance 
to prove that they, like other citizens, place honour and 
liberty above life and are resolved to spare no effort 
and no sacrifice in the great battle. We Jews have a 
long and glorious history of martyrdom. Our record 
is almost a story of martyrdom and nothing more— 

martyrdom of the body and martyrdom of the spirit. 
Our forebears have died fighting in the ghettoes, and 
been burnt at the stake for the sake of their religious 
faith. And they have never flinched from the deadly 
teste It cannot be that that brave spirit is dead in their 
descendants. It is up to us to demonstrate that it 
lives still, 

The call, in these cataclysmic times, is for unsparing 
persona] effort and sacrifice, willingly, nay gladly, given. 
Every Jew, whatever his age and condition, must know 
himself a soldier of Britain, of civilisation, and of 
Jewry. In all that is to come, cheerfulness in the face 
of trial, discipline, and a firm grip upon nerves are 
demanded, and must be given, if British Jews are not to 
write thentselves down as decadents unworthy of any 


. fate save to perish miserably under the Nazi lash. 


Jews, of all peoples, should know that setbacks, 
however painful, are not necessarily decisive. Let us 


look to the end. Let us remember the words of “ The 
Preacher, the son of David, King in Jerusalem "— 
“ better is the end of a thing than the beginning thereof, 
and the patient in spirit than the proud in spirit.” And 
let us bear in mind, too, the inspiring words of the Prime 
Minister : 
Hitler knows that he will have to break us in 
this island or lose the war. If we can stand up to 
him all Europe may be free, and the life of the 
world may move forward into broad, sunlit up- 
lands: but if we fail then the whole world— 
including the United States—and all that we have 
known and cared for will sink into the abyss of 
a new dark age. ... Let us therefore address 
ourselves to our duty, so bear ourselves that if 
the British Commonwealth and Empire lasts for a 
thousand years men will still say, “ This was their 
finest hour.” 
Pray God it will also be said, through all those centuries, 
that in that fight for mankind British Jews quitted 
themselves like men. worthy of their British and their 
Jewish heritage, and their shining, heroic past! 


INTERCESSION 


FOLLOWING the action of other religious bodies last Sun- 
day, the Chief Rabbi has arranged for services of Prayer 
and Intercession next Sunday in Synagogues under his 
jurisdiction. This follows upon a similar service held a few 
weeks ago. But even in this brief interval the nation’s 
danger has grown and its anguish has deepened, and who 
shall say that in these dread hours of trial even one day 
is too much on which troubled men can gather in the 
House of God, commune with the Almighty Ruler, and 
beseech His blessing and help? That after so short a time 
men should feel the urge to approach Him once again 
in special prayer, and to seek, in this way, comfort and 
fortification of spirit, reflects, indeed, but the intensification 
of the storm which has broken. — It is to be hoped that, 
despite the lateness of notice, the attendance in the Syna- 
gogues will not be appreciably smaller than on the earlier 
occasion, and that from this Service we may go forth with 
new heart, new strength, and new confidence in the Divine 
mercy, to face the trials which are yet in store for us and 
our harassed fellow-citizens. 


REFUGEES : WHY NOT EMIGRATION ? 


EVEN in this moment of national danger a thought may 
surely be spared for the refugees in our midst. No one, 
indeed, quarrels with steps that have been taken to ensure 
the safety of the country against the possible machinations 
of any ill-disposed among them, however few. But such 
steps cannot be the last word on the matter of a humane 
country like this. Internment is, at best, an irksome and 
wearing, if not sometimes demoralising, experience. Even 
those who are still free are, of necessity. a prey to recurring 
terrors—fear of some unheeded lapse, anxiety as to when 
they may be deprived of their liberty, and so forth, all 
leading perhaps to mental and moral deterioration. Do 
not kindliness and mercy, to say nothing of national 
interest, point the necessity for some alternative policy— 
above all some practical and economically helpful policy? 
The latent talents and man-power lying idle amongst the 
refugees should certainly not be overlooked in the campaign 
against national waste. 


In particular, can nothing be done to smooth the road to 
emigration for those deemed cconomically useless or 
otherwise unsuitable? America, so sincerely lavish of sym- 
pathy, and more than sympathy, with the Allied Cause, 
embraces many lands of greater or less opportunity, if they 
would but open their gates. It is therefore encourag- 
ing to learn that the Government~- are in touch with 
Washington on this question and that the Canadian Prime 
Minister has expressed Canada’s willingness to help in the 
work. The emigration of such refugees would mean for 
Britain so many fewer mouths to feed. That is itself no 
minor consideration, to be lightly tossed aside. 


THE FOOD FRONT 


Ar a recent Habonim meeting one of the speakers, 
referring to the fact that the Government would shortly be 


requiring the services of young people below military age 


for agriculture, urged that young Jews must be ready to 
answer this call. The reminder is a timely one. The food 
front is one of the most vital of the war, as the Dictators 
may soon discover. Nor do we for one moment suppose 
that young Jewry, or their older relatives not yet called to 
the Colours, are insensible to its impg@rtance — once it is 
brought home to them. But the individual is sometimes 
slow to move, or feels himself beaten by ignorance as to 
how to set about doing the desirable thing. It is at this 
point that youth organisations, schools, clubs, and other 
institutions can play an important part. It is up to them to 
explain, to inspire, and to organise. They can, and must, 
help to put the willing worker in touch with the work that 
clamours to be done. The whole Jewish Youth Movement, 
in fact, can make a valuable contribution in this respect to 
the welfare and the safety of the nation. And their efforts 
could be usefully supplemented by others. Those, for in- 
stance, who may be lucky enough to take a country holiday 
this year—and especially sedentary workers—will find extra 
enjoyment in helping the farmers with their work in fields, 
as well as solid satisfaction in the knowledge that in per- 
forming this task they are helping the country to face its 
perils without hunger and want, : 


A JOB FOR THE DEPUTIES 


Bur it is not only on the food front that willing hearts 
and hands are needed. There are almost innumerable direc- 
tions in which volunteers are called for, and to which duty 
beckons Jews along with the other sections of the general 
community. But there needs to be some centralised agency 
to which they could apply for information and guidance, 
which would have printed particulars for distribution, 
which would interest other bodies capable of finding 
recruits, and which would do its utmost to ensure that 
vague desires materialised into active efforts. It is a task for 
the Board of Deputies, one which would open a wide field 
for positive, constructive work on their part and, if 
adequately discharged, reflect credit on the whole 
Community. It would demand, however, somebody in con- 
trol who is possessed of a tactful mind, organising ability, 
and the gift of stimulating enthusiasm and action in others 
instead of stifling them with red tape and official self- 
importance. 


ENGLISH JUDAISM’S DANGER 


“THERE are thousands, of children,” said Dr. Nathan 
Morris, at a function of the Jewish Higher Education 
Centre, last Sunday, “who are forgetting the very shape 
of the Hebrew alphabet.” We cannot, said Mr. Herbert 
Adler, speaking on the subject at the same meeting, expect 
our children who are now away from their parents, the 
Synagogue, and any kind of Jewish influence, to re.urn in 
two or three years’ time with the same Jewish hearts as 
when they left us. These statements warn us in simple 
language of the tremendous troubles which apath¥ and 
above all the war and its social upheavals are laying 
up for English Jews. Much that is precious is being 
extinguished and trodden under foot in these difficult days. 
And the tragedy is affecting Jews together with all other 
religious communities, though often in more destructive 
form. 


Is there widespread unawareness of this situation? Or 
does the community, knowing the truth, deliberately thrust 
it out of mind, while perhaps opening its heart to far less 
urgent “ causes” which should really be laid aside until the 
war is over? There should, long ago, have been some 
authoritative classification of our numerous institutions and 
“ movements ’ in order of merit and claims. Failing that, 
or an extra effort at support for the most deserving and 
urgent, we shall be paying a price for our neglect and folly 
which we shall bitterly rue one day. “The lights of 
Judaism,” said Dr. Morris, “are going out almost all over 
Europe.” There ts no reason why the darkness should 
envelop the Jews of this land too, if only we would recog- 
nise that religious education is the chief of our needs, and 
indeed embraces them all. 


SIR JOCELYN EXPLAINS 


We gladly publish the statement of Sir Jocelyn Lucas, 
M.P., made in a letter to THe Jewish CHRONICLE this week, 
that he does not believe in, and has never advocated, racial 
discrimination or persecution. Indeed, no suggestion to the 
contrary was either intended or conveyed in the references 
of which he complains. What those references did convey, 
however, was a very necessary caution to men distinguished 
in public life. Sir Jocelyn, in the uprightness of his own 
heart, was too confiding, and ‘hat otherwise amiable 
quality seems to have led him into strange political com- 
pany, if not into a downright trap. He tells us that he 
refused to allow his name to be put upon the British 
Council Against European Commitments—a rabid anti- 
Jewish body, with William Joyce (Lord Haw-Haw?) as its 
Vice-President. Yet, according to our information, a 
leaflet issued by the Council gave his name as one of the 
officers. One might have thought that if Sir Jocelyn 
had been more alert he would have lodged a formal 
protest against that cruel breach of faith But he 
now assures us that he has never seen the leaflet, 
which really, in the circumstances, was very unfor- 
tunate—but probably no accident on the part of those 
running the said Council. Then there is the case 
of the New Pioneer, of which John Beckett (now detained) 
was at one time Assistant Managing Editor.

There again, he says that he 
never even read the copy of the paper in which it appeared, 
let alone, it is to be presumed, made inquiries about the 
journal, its objects and policy, and its other occasional con- 
tributors. Sportsmanlike—but a little careless! 


POLITICAL “TRAPS” 


LastLy, Sir Jocelyn admits that he attended a certain 
notorious dinner party given by Sir Oswald Mosley last 
July, the names of titled and other guests at which received 
a full measure of publicity. Did he ask himself the real 
reason why that party was held? If he did not, then again, it 
would seem, his honest innocence led him astray. In effect, 
of course, more worldly men have since recognised in those 
names of guests a piece of more or less subtle propaganda 
designed to impress upon the public the distinguished 
patronage which the Fascists were receiving. The whole 
of these circumstances illustrates vividly the propaganda 
tricks and traps of which inoffensive citizens are liable to 
become the victims, espeeially those of open-hearted and 
unsuspecting natures. They should be warned by Sir 
Jocelyn’s unhappy experience.

| was never in any way connected with the National 
Socialist League.. 1 attended one meeting of the British 
Council against European Commitments, but refused to allow 
my name to be put upon the Council, and have never seen 
the leaflet to which you refer. This Council was formed to 
support Mr. Chamberlain during the Munich crisis, and was, 
I believe, only in existence during that crisis. 

I need hardly say that I have never had any connection 
with either the British People’s Party or Information and 
Policy. 

So far as the New PIONfeR is concerned, I was asked by 
Lord Lymington to write a non-political country article. 
As a sporting writer | sent him one on “ Rabbiting with 
Terriers,” and | never even read the copy of the New 
PIONEER in which it appeared. This was the only time I 
wrote for the New PIONEER. 

The statement that | was a guest at a private dinner party 
given by Sir Oswald Mosley a year ago ts true. There were 
guests whose sympathies were opposed to Fascism, to say 
the least. I alluded to this dinner at a meeting in my 
constituency a week later. 

I stood for Parliament as a Tory, Imperialist abroad, and 
progressive at home. I have always thought that to go to 
war unarmed and unprepared is madness, to give guarantees 
that one cannot possibly carry out suicidal and misleading, 
but my loyalty has never been in question.

LEEDS “JEWISH TOWN HALL” 


United Hebrew Congregation 
HIVE OF COMMUNAL ACTIVITY 


(From our Correspondent} 


Ata meeting of the Council of the United Hebrew Congre- 
ation held on Sunday at Communal House, with the 
resident, Mr. D. 1. Sandelson, in the chair. Mr. Henry 
Freedman, the Treasurer, submitted the annual accounts, 
and said that in view of the fact that the period under 
review covered five months of war conditions, the financial 
position must be regarded as a matter for congratulation. 

The income for the year, said Mr. Freedman, approxim- 
ated £8.000, and there was apparently little reduction in the 
total of seat rentals received, notwithstanding so many 
evacuations. This proved the complete loyalty of the 
members. A substantial sum had again been spent on 
services which might be regarded as outside the strict 
functions of a religious organisation.. Their communal 
offices had come to be known as the “ Jewish Town Hall,” 
a centre of gravity that attracted every kind of Jewish 
activity. The congregation and its clergy and officials were 
giving daily services for Jewish refugee work and to members 
of H.M. Forces, and were paying for a vast amount of 
Jewish moral and social endeavour. He regretted that as 
yet, there was no evidence from those congregations outside 


the United Hebrew Congregation of a desire to co-operate 


in bearing this burden. 
Irresponsible Attitude of Other Bodies 


Mr. J. W. Myers said that as there existed a Representa- 
tive Council which comprised representatives of all the 
Synagogues and Institutions, there was no justification for 
the United Hebrew Congregation bearing unaided the 
burden of all the religious and social work required for the 
community as a whole. He deplored the irresponsible 
attitude of other congregations. - 

Mr. A. Friedman said that as Chairman of the Repre- 
sentative Council, he could assure them that it would be 
glad to do the work if it could secure enough. co-operation 
from the delegates of the United Hebrew Congregation, 
and if more support were given to the organisation generally. 

Mr. B. Harrison questioned whether even yet the Jewish 
residents in the Moortown area had made their full con- 
tribution. 


Healthy Financial Position 


The President observed that while the United Synagogues of 
London complained of serious loss since the outbreak of the 
war and had, he believed, made reductions in salaries, the 
United Hebrew Congregation had, in some instances, increased 
salaries, and the income from seat rentals was almost as high 
as it could possibly be in view of the number of seats avail- 
able. The assets of the congregation were well over £50,000 
and the total liabilities were under half that figure. If they 
chose to function in the narrow parochial sense instead of as 
the all-embracing authority for the spiritual, moral, and social 
uplift of the entire Leeds Jewish community, they could show a 
substantial surplus year by year. Until, however, a sense of 
responsibility arose among those congregations and institutions 
outside the United Congregation they did not dare to abdicate 
their functions.

THE BONE OF CONTENTION 


Glasgow Shechita Board versus Jewish 
Butchers 


[From our Correspondent] 


No settlement has yet been reached in the long-drawn-out 
dispute between Glasgow Jewish butchers and the local 
Board of Shechita. 


Mr. B. Strump, J.P., presiding at a meeting of the Board 
last week; said that they had done everything in their power 
to come to an agreement, but so far they had not met with 
success. The dispute, he said, had originated as & result of 
the refusal of the butchers to pay the Id. per Ib. Shechita 
fee under the Ministry of Food Schedule which came into 
operation on January 12. From that date the butchers 
had persistently refused to pay the Shechita fee. maintain- 
ing that the Id. per lb. referred to meat after the fat and 
bone had been removed. 


meat sold, and that the Ministry of Food was bringing out a 
new schedule. It was agreed that, until such time as the question 
of id. per Ib. was settled or a new schedule brought out, the 
charge should be made on actual meat sold. No new schedule 
had been prepared, but a few days later the Area Food Con- 
troller advised the Board of Shechita that a letter had been 
received from London stating that the Shechita charge was to 
be on the wholesale weight of. the meat, including offal. 

On April 12 the Board communicated with the butchers, 
drawing attention to the Area Food Controller's communica- 
tion, and intimating that they were continuing to kill on the 
understanding that Id. per Ib. was paid on all meat purchased 
from the wholesalers, and requesting the butchers to arrafge to 
pay the fee. The butchers ignored this request, and on April 
22 the Board issued orders to the Shochetim to stop killing 
for one day only. , 
Stalemate 


Three days later, at the request of the Area Officer, a meeting 
was held, and was attended by the Chief Livestock Officer for 
Great Britain, who was in Glasgow at the time. The latter 
expressed his regret at the situation which had arisen and 
intimated his intention of getting into touch with the Board of 
Deputies in London. As a result the Board of Deputies agreed 
to try and settle the dispute, but owing to the international 
situation the representatives who had been requested to go 
to Glasgow were unable to do so, ; 

The local butchers had since written to the Board of Deputies 
alleging that the Board of Shechita had dishonoured its agree- 
ment and withdrawn the Shochetim, with the result that the 
community was without meat supplies for several days, and 
as far as they were concerned the matter was ended. 

But Mr. Strump now reiterates that the killing had been 
stopped for one day only, and that the Board has never at 
any time attempted to dishonour its agreement. And _ there, 
for the moment, the dispute rests. _ bac 

In a report on the recent activities of the Board's licensed 
butchers, it was stated that plans had been completed which 
would enable them to supply poultry to the community at 
prices slightly above the actual cost. 


At the 34th annual meeting of the Glasgow Hebrew Boot

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The Refugees 


FROM PILLAR TO POST 


**Free’’ Aliens Worse Off Than 
Internees 


INVALUABLE SERVICES REJECTED 


[From our Special Correspondent) 


A great deal of dissatisfaction is being expressed at the 
way in which the refugees are now being handled in this 
country. It is generally recognised that the Government 
has obvious problems of the most urgent nature to consider, 
but it is felt that the contribution that refugees could make 
to the solution of these problems is most unwisely being 
nullified. 

I have during the past few weeks given details of how 
workers in industry and in agriculture, doing socially 
necessary work, have been interned and rendered useless 
I the community. But this process has not stopped with 
them. 

For instance, an appeal was recently made for all trained 
nurses, assistant nurses, and auxiliary nurses who are not 
already working in hospitals to volunteer for service. The 
reponse to this call has been disappointing, it is publicly 
admitted. There is still a grave shortage of nurses to staff 
the hundreds of hutments which, during the last few weeks, 
have been built as annexes to hospitals all over the country. 

Despite this, there has been a wholesale dismissal of 
refugee nurses from hospitals. At Bloomsbury House there 
is knowledge of some 600-700 nurses now unemployed. 


Doctors, Dentists, and Nurses 


‘What has caused consternation is the fact that nurses 
who have not come into contact with soldiers (and are not 
; likely to) have also been dismissed. In at least one case 
a pupil at a maternity hospital in London was caused to 
; resign, although the Matron protested, and said that she 
p . was thoroughly satisfied about the bona fides of the refugee.

As a result of L.C.C. action, civil wards are depleted, and 
I am told that patients have had their stay abruptly curtailed 
Owing to the serious shortage of nurses. 

Further, refugee doctors, some of them men of the highest 
repute, are being deliberately ignored. although they have 
all offered their services without reserve to the Govern- 
ment. Those who have British medical qualifications, in 

| ' addition to their foreign degrees, and who have been settled 
j in this country for a number of years, have all volunteered 
é for the R.A.M.C., and have all been rejected. Nor are they 
: allowed to help in local defence services. 
| This ts a very shortsighted policy from two points of 
s. view. First, the country is failing to make use of persons 
a i who could, at least, teach the rudiments of first aid, etc.; 
} secondly, a strong feeling of resentment is being aroused 
against these refugee doctors. Native doctors who are 
enlisted for military service have, in the majority of cases, 
4 | to give up their practices, but the refugee doctor around the 
ot corner—there are by the way only 223 refugee doctors who 
. are allowed to practise—-because his offer of service is 
| refused, perforce continues with his private practice. The 
obvious cry is then raised against refugee doctors. Dentists 
are in the same position. There is no reason why they 
should not be made use of. : 
Similarly, | have heard of bio-chemists. for whose ser- 
vices the Government is clamouring, who have been 
interned, although there is nothing against them. They 
were interned because they happened to be living on the 
Fast coast. If they had been on the West coast. or in the 
Midlands, they would still be getting on with their work. 


Apart from this, there is a lack of clarity among local 
officials, Government and otherwise, as to which areas are 
protected and which are not. The other day, for instance, 
Bristol was declared to be a protected area, and refugees 
had to leave. It is the official policy of Bloomsbury House 
to keep the refugees distributed roughly as they are. They 
are advised to go “just over the border line, and find 
accommodation there. Some refugees in Bristol went to the 
police for assistance. They were not treated very 
courteously, and were told to “get out.” It is inadvisable 
for refugees to stay in villages unless there are local resi- 
dents to vouch for them. The result is that there ts a great 
drift back to London (there have been hundreds of refugees 
crowding Bloomsbury House each day this week) and most 
unpleasant incidents occur in the country as the refugee 
wanders about. Newcastle became “ protected” last week. 
Refugees had to leave their businesses, and cleared off to 
Durham. There they must set about the heartbreaking 
task of attempting to make a living once again. 

This harrying of innocent people cannot benefit the 
country. On the contrary, it can do the greatest harm by 
creating an atmosphere of hysteria and suspicion. It will 
give rise to incidents as follows: 

Two category C aliens, engaged by the Harpenden 
Dairies, Ltd., were dismissed as the result of representations 
made by other employees when they learned that they were 
Austrians. The managing director of the company said 
no threats were made by the other employees. “I invited 
them to think it over, but later in the day they still took 
the same view,” he said. : 

Hotel managers and staffs at Hampstead, Golders Green, 
and Hendon are spying on aliens who “ arouse suspicion. 


Field of Employment Narrowed 


It is clear, as a letter in THe Times pointed out the other 
day, that “the latest Orders regarding enemy aliens are 
inflicting injustice and unnecessary hardship upon those 
very refugees to whom it has been the policy of the Govern- 
ment hitherto to allow greater freedom than to those aliens 
whom it has been found necessary to intern... . It seems 
that the lot of these unfortunate category C people will now 
be harder than that of the more dangerous aliens who have 
been interned. The field of possible employment, being 
limited to unprotected areas, has been narrowed for them, 
these areas are often reception areas for British evacuees, 
and in any case the number of people willing to receive or 
employ Austrian or German aliens at the present critical 
time is much smaller than it was a few months ago. A few 
of them may be fortunate; but it seems as if hundreds will 
be thrown upon various religious and charitable organisa- 
tions for help. What else are they do?” 

I am now receiving reports from various internment 
camps, which indicate that conditions there are far from 
good. The internees, I am told, complain that their food 
is bad, that there is a lack of hygienic arrangements, and 
that they are completely cut off from the outside world. 
No newspapers of any kind are allowed—not even THE 
Times or THe Jewitsu CHronicLe—and there are no radios. 
Moreover, visits have been stopped, and there is a shortage 
of the official notepaper on which the internee is allowed 
to communicate with friends. Hundreds have therefore not 
yet been able to write. Letters are also delayed by the 
Censor. 

In a special article, “ The Defence of Britain.” the New 
STATESMAN AND NATION last Friday also considered this 
probiem. It suggested that “instead of regarding seventy 
thousand victims of Hitlerism as pariahs,” they should be 
divided into three classes. “First, a number of entirely 
reliable elements experienced in the war against Hitlerism, 
whose advice and collaboration in many cases would be 
invaluable for our propaganda in Germany; these people 
at present are not even permitted to have a wireless, and 
are thus disqualified even from listening to our German 
propaganda and giving their constructive criticism of it, 
Secondly, the non-political majority against whom nothing 
is Known. These should be set to work only under British 
supervision. Thirdly, the doubtful or suspicious elements. 
These of course should be interned.”

I understand that a number of M.P.s have expressed 
great concern at the unsatisfactory handling of the refugees, 
and that they are considering putting a number of proposals 
to the Government, These would include: measures to mect 
the anti-refugee pee (by, for example, inspired state- 
ments from official quarters); the granting of special 
facilities for using refugee labour in industry and in agri- 
culture (this to include a training scheme), the improvement 
of conditions in internment camps; and the announcement 
of protected areas to refugee organisations to enable them 
to make the necessary arrangements. (At present, the first 
intimation such organisations get is the announcement in the 
Press, by which time the disorder has already begun.) The 
Central Committees for refugees are urging that the Govern- 
ment should indicate areas from which there is a reasonable 
possibility that the refugee will not soon be driven out. 
Some refugees have already been turned out three times 
from different towns. : 

The Government must make up its mind, It must 
formulate a policy with regard to the refugees, and state it 
openly. Otherwise there will only be chaos and dissension. 


POLICE GIVEN DISCRETION 
Certain Exceptions May Be Granted 


[From our Special Correspondent}. 


I have obtained details of an important decision which 
was made by the Home Office during the past week. 

The police have been given discretion to exempt certain 
categories of aliens from evacuation Orders, These include 
persons over seventy, sick and infirm, British-born wives of 
aliens, children under sixteen in schools or British homes, 
and nuns. Further, persons employed in, or occupying, key 
positions in industry of national importance may be granted 
exemption. ‘Those working on munitions, for the export 
trade, in agriculture, and in food production generally are 
particularly affected. Application for the retention of such 
persons, and to get back those who have already left the 
area, may be made. 

Meanwhile, at the beginning of this week the Home Sec- 
reiary made a further Order declaring certain new areas 
(in' the counties of Buckingham, Hertford, Middlesex, and 
Northampton) to be protected. 

The rules for Protected Areas are: no alien (except 
French citizens) may enter or remain. without written per- 
mission from the local police. If permission is refused by 
them, an appeal may be made to the Home Secretary, and 
an alien may remain until a decision is given. This per- 
mission is not necessary for a continuous passage for 
persons coming into or leaving the country... Aliens in 
Protected Areas may .not have cameras, telescopes, field 
glasses, or nautical charts.

I have been asked, in view of the newly enforced migra- 
tions of refugees, once again to draw the attention of house- 
holders to the following urgent matter: 

All those with whom aliens over sixteen years of age 
are staying must keep an accurate register of particulars 
relating to such aliens. 

There is also an obligation on householders with whom 
aliens are staying to see that the regulations concerning such 
aliens are properly observed by the aliens. 

Advice on this matter may be obtained at the nearest 
police station or Citizens’ Advice Bureau

JEWISH SOCIOLOGY 


Professor Ruppin’s Scientific Survey 


Jewish Fate and Future. By Proressor ARTHUR 
Rupew. Macmillan, 21s.

This is an ideal reference book for speakers and lecturers 
on the Jewish problem. | 

The author, who is the first Professor of Jewish Sociology 
at the Hebrew University at Jerusalem, is one of the 
greatest living authorities on the legal, economic, and 
cultural situation of the Jews in the world. His first book, 
“The Jews of To-day,” created a marked impression in 
1912 because it was the first to gather together the facts 
about the Jews and present them in an orderly and intelligible 
form. The present work also bears the mark of a very 
methodical, conscientious, and impartial worker. The 
translation by E. W. Dickes is excellent and the printing 
and format leave nothing to be desired. The price is rather 
high; and a cheaper edition should make the book 
available more widely. 

As might have been expected, the author is more 
pessimistic than he was in 1912. One of the saddest 
chapters in the book is on the economic changes in Euro 
after the Great War of 1914-18. It shows clearly t 
progressive stages towards the ruin which came over the 
Jewish people in Central and Eastern Europe even before 
the advent of the Hitler regime gave them the coup de 


grdce. 
Pessimism Concerning Palestine 


The author has nothing substantia! to put in the balance 
against this sad picture. His account of progress in Pales- 
tine is very subdued and occasionally very pessimistic. 
Thus, for instance, on page 58 he states that “ agricultural 
colonisation cannot solve the present problem of the imme- 
diate large-scale transplantation of Jews,” and again, ~ It 
is obvious how impossible it is for agriculture to provide 
an immediate living for large masses of Jews.” This view 
from the man who since 1908 has been the. head of the 
Colonisation Department of the Zionist Organisation is 
most significant. As to the prospects in Palestine he is 
equally pessimistic, saying (page 371), “it is impossible, 


for economic reasons and because of Arab opposition . . . 
to make the Jews once more a nation like unto other 
nations.” 


He suggests dividing the problem into two. . The first 
is to rescue the people from anti-Semitism, and here he 
advocates, but without much enthusiasm, the temporary 
expedients beloved by all refugee organisations, viz., 
emigration and change of occupation, and also birth control. 

The other side of the problem, ic., the struggle for 
national survival, can be carried on in one way only, 


“by further building up the Jewish National’ Home in 


Palestine.” As to this, however, he is not very optimistic, 
and puts the onus upon world Jewry. “ The Jews in Pales- 
tine can hold out successfully only if they have at their 
back a world Jewry ready for any sacrifice. More than 
ever all Jews should join forces in order, at the coming 
peace conference, to win over the Powers to a compre- 
hensive solution of the Jewish problem, in which Palestine 
should have its proper place.” 


SOME FACTS ABOUT PALESTINE 


An Attractive Production 


Rebuilding Palestine. By Ben M. Epipin. Behrmans, 
New York, $1.75.

This is a valuable contribution to our meagre literature 
on Palestine in English. Concise, clear, touching upon many 
aspects of the National movement, beautifully illustrated, 
it will be appreciated by readers—-young and old. 

As long as Mr. Edidin (who is described Educational 
Director of the Zionist Organisation) sticks to his subject 
of teaching and presenting facts he does it exceedingly well. 
He gives a wealth of information and tells us all about the 
country, and the movement which is responsible for its 
rebuilding. Unfortunately, as soon as he touches upon 
problems, he reveals—perhaps unintentionally— 

is political outlook and his sympathies for a particular 
section of the Yishuv. | 

He describes fully the achievements of the Labour move- 
ment, but he pays little tribute to the endeavours of the 
other sections of the Yishuv. Referring to the General 
Zionists, he does not even mention the existence of two 
distinctive groups of Zionists—the Confederation “A” and 
the Association “ B.” Of the Jewish Legion he only knows 
that “it consisted of Jews from America and other 
countries.” Actually the Legion was recruited mainly from 
Jews in England. The Jewish Colonial Trust appears in 
the book as Colonial Trust Company, and no reference ts 
made to its functions, the year of its establishment, or to 
the general idea behind Herzl’s great creation. The biblio- 
graphy omits everything which is outside the official 
literature on Zionism. ; 

It is to be hoped that all these omissions and misrepre- 
sentations will be avoided in a second edition which deserves 
(0 be achieved.

Mr. Tiltman is one of the small band of foreign corres- 
pondents who have travelled the world covering the day-to- 
day story of recent events He has seen war in Asia and 
in Europe, and this book is his personal account of how 
aggression unchecked has led to world war. His story 
begins with his lying in a shellhole on the Shanghai front 
and ends amidst the ruins of Warsaw. “From the North 
Sea to the Nankow Pass” he concludes. “the Great 
Aggression must be halted, and the nightmares which afflict 
men's hearts must end.” 

He is bitter about the treatment which has been meted 
out to Jews. “The fate which this century has reserved 
for many of those men and women of Jewish race is a well- 
worn story, to which littl that is new can be added. 
Every barbarity that diseased minds could devise, every 
indignity that sadistic apes could conjure up, every crueil, 
that hate spewed forth, has been meted out to the sons 
and daughters of Abraham.” This treatment made him 

fear what was ahead for civilisation if men were persecuted, 
dispossessed, imprisoned, tortured, and banished not for any 
conscious action but because of their nationality or their 
race. The danger inherent in that challenge to human 
dignity and decency was clearly seen from my shellhole 
outside Shanghai 

Would that all journalists were as clear as Mr. Tiltman 
that the attack upon Jewish rights and liberties is a challenge 
to the whole of civilisation!

_ Under this title, Dr. Leon Zeitlin has written a very 
interesting little pamphlet (Pallas Publishing Co.. Ltd. Is. 
net.). Dr. Zeitlin reviews many aspects of war economics such 
as the “nightmare of inflation,” prices and wages. price- 
control, saving and spending. and active economic war. 
He examines the various problems with a clear grasp 
remarkably free from some of those cast-iron shibboleths 
of orthodoxy that common sense and the hectic time 
through which we are living have revealed as little better 
than stumbling-blocks to a true understanding of actuality. 
This little work is very readable and should prove provoca- 


tive of thought to the lay reader, and even to the trained 
economist.

To-day and To-morrow. The Adult School Lesson 
Handbook, 1940. National Adult School Union, |\s. 6d. 


Year by year the National Adult Schoo! Union publishes 
its lesson handbook for the adult classes which meet weekly 
in many centres in this country. The Union has-a deeply 
religious structure which, although founced essentially in 
Christianity (every lesson begins with Bible readings, Old 
or New Testament, and hymn-singing), transcends the 
sectional and is infused with a spirituality with an almost 
universal appeal. The Jew, with his history of persecution, 
can take heart from what such a handbook stands for, with 
its many evidences of the truly human spirit of the English 
people——particularly when it is remembered that those whom 
the handbook is prepared for are people with a burning 
desire to improve their knowledge and their relations with 
their neighbours. 

The lessons cover a wide range of culture and the notes 
for study are exceptionally well compiled. Certain sections 
deal particularly with Jewish matters: “ Our Neighbour the 
Jew ” (four weeks are devoted to the subject, under the sub- 
headings of “I—-What is a Jew?” “II—The Ghetto,” 
“ “IV—7Zionism™) and “A Nation in 
Exile” (the exile referred to is the Babylonian). There is 
nothing dogmatic in the notes on these subjects, which are 
treated with a sympathy which must inevitably communicate 
itself to those who take part in the discussions.

Social and Political Developments 


Bevis Marks Records, Part I. By Lionet D. BARNerTT. 
Oxford University Press.

This work comprises much more than the records of 
the ancient Sefardi Congregation in London; it is _ the 
story of the origins and growth of Anglo-Jewry from the 
resettlement to the end of the eighteenth century. 

Here is no mere duplication of Gaster’s excellent (and 
now rather rare) book on this subject. Dr. Lionel Barnett’s 
approach is from a somewhat different angle. His main 


interest is to trace the social and political development of | 


Anglo-Jewry rather than to describe the internal life of 
the Bevis Marks Synagogue. And admirably is this object 
achieved in the few pages at the author's disposal. 

The book is magnificently printed and most lavishly 
illustrated with plates of important documents in the 

| rue archives. 

OTe recurrilig theme of these records is that of an 
incessant struggle for Jewish liberties, side by side with an 
unswerving devotion to the English crown. 

The book appears at an opportune moment. It is a 
powerful rebuke to those anti-Jewish defamers who. for 
their own evil purposes, would make the Jew in England 
to-day an intruding parvenu. Anglo-Jewry has a respectable 
history towards which the Sefardi insistence on individual 
Jewish respectability has contributed no mean share.

Holy Images. By Epwyn Bevan.

Dr. Bevan’s works are always a delight to students of 
religious thought. In this addition to his Gifford lectures on 
“ Symbolism and Belief,” he discusses the use of carved and 
painted images in ancient paganism and in the Christian 
Church. After perusing these pages, the Jewish reader will 
feel that the ancient Hebrew protest against idolatry and 
image-worship has still a very real application to-day. 

any incidental references—with acknowledgments to 
the researches of Jewish: scholars—are made to Old Testa- 
ment and Rabbinical teachings. One misses, however, any 
allusion to that fascinating detective story in the Apocrypha 
of the exposure of Bel. 

The effect of the Second Commandment on the develop- 
ment of Jewish art is well illustrated by reference to 
archzological discovery. An added freshness might have 
been given to this topic, if Dr. Bevan, instead of limiting 
himself to ancient and medieval usage, had mentioned, say, 
the fine stained-glass windows in the Hampstead and Crickle- 
wood Synagogues.

THE DIETARY LAWS 


A Scientific Approach 


The Kosher Code of the Orthodox Jew. By S. lL. Levin 
and A. Boyvpen. Oxford University Press, 28s.

In spite of the incongruity of the title, this book must be 
hailed as a valiant and valuable attempt to view an essential 
part of the Jewish dietary laws in the light of both ancient 
and modern scientific knowledge, and as a useful textbook 
in English for those unacquainted with the Shulchan Aruch 
and other Posekim in the original language. 

The combined effort of the Senior Rabbi of Minneapolis 
and of the Professo: of Anatomy of the University of 
Minnesota has produced what must be described as an 
outstanding work, which, it is to be hoped, will prove a 
forerunner of other works of a similar nature. For although 
the title of the book is “A Kasher Code,” it is only one 
section of the “ Yoreh Deah,” viz., “ Hilchoth Terefoth,” 
dealing with animals and birds, that is presented in this 
volume, and no reference is made to any of the other parts. 

In addition to a painstaking translation of the text of the 
chapters concerned. the authors have provided some he!pful 
drawings and illustrations of the various organs of the 
animals used for food, and have summarised the views and 
decisions of the most important later Posekim with admirable 
clearness and precision [It is in these numerous notes and 
comments that the authors display their learning and their 
thoroughness, both in regard to tbe scientific aspect of the 
matter dealt with and to the weight of Rabbinic authority 
brought to bear on the decisions given. 3 

The preface by Professor Boyden and the introduction 
by Rabbi Levin, brief though they are, contain an admirable 
survey of the scope of the work and of the development 
of mm Code culminating in Rabbi Joseph Caro’s Shulchan 
Aruch. 


ESCHATOLOGY 


A Careful and Scholarly Work 


The Hereafter in Jewish and Christian Thought. By 
CHARLES VENN PitcHer, D.D. S.P.C.K., 7s. 6d.

From the very earliest times man held a belief in some 
kind of life after death. Standing at the open grave of a 
loved one, he could not help but hope that somewhere, 
some time, there would be a reunion. The individual's belief 
in a resurrection, the nation’s belief in a Messianic age when 
all evil would be eradicated—these were tenaciously held 
by all ancient peoples; but the forms of these beliefs differed 
greatly among different peoples. To the great religions of 
the world the dogma of a resurrection was invaluable as an 
ethical lever of vast potency 

Dr. Pilcher, in his careful and scholarly work, discusses 
the whole problem anew with a delightful freshness and 
clarity. He analyses the various views held about the 
Messiah, his advent, the Kingdom of God, the world to 
come, Paradise, Gehenna, and other cognate matters, both 
in primitive thought and in the religions of Egypt, Babylonia, 
and Persia, and later, in Judaism and Christianity. 

There is, however, one strange omission. In the chapter 
on “ The Resurrection in Jewish Thought” no mention is 
made of the views of any of the great medieval Jewish 
thinkers. One would have thought that at least famous 
philosophers such as Rabbi Saadiah Gaon and Maimonides 
would have fotind a place in the discussion. Both devoted 
a great deal of attention to the subject, the former in his 
“Emunoth ve-Deoth,” and the latter in his commentary on 
the “ Mishnah Sanhedrin,” in “ Hilchoth Melachim ™ (where 
he discusses the Messianic era), in “ Hilchoth Teshubah ” 
(where he expounds the concept of Olam Haha), and in 
his “ Maamar Techiath Ha-methim “ (where he explains his 
views on immortality and resurrection with great clarity). 

Apart from this omission, however, the book gives an 
excellent exposition of the various views which were current 
at different times, and is certainly a valuable addition to the 
literature on the subject.

THE LAST TO LEAVI 


One of the finest tributes paid to M. 
Georges Mandel, the Minister of the Interior 
in the late French Cabinet of M. Reynaud, 
was that contained in an article in the 
Dairy Mait this week. Describing him as 
“the man who shepherded France's home- 
less millions from the battlefields to the 
evacuation zones,” the writer continued: 

No one in history has ever had to face up to 
such an avalanche of human misery. Mandel 
was the man tor it Mandel saw that the 
children, the old folk, and the sick were housed 
so long as # was humanly possible. . . When 
Paris was being surrounded, Mandel, as 
Minister of the Interior, was the last to leave. 
The rest of the Government had gone long 
before... Mandel was the French Government's 
rearguard, and therefore Democracy’s rear- 
guard. He symbolises that combination of 
fairness and strength which is the very essence 
of democratic government.

GOOSEBERRIES 


The sugar ration makes it rather difficult 
to serve gooseberries as often as we would 
like; the following “ye however, require 
very little sugar, and if you have it golden 
syrup makes a delicious substitute. When 
stewing gooseberries to be served plain, or 
as a “fool” or tart, after “topping and 
tailing” put in a stewpan with a little water 
and half a teaspoonful of bicarbonate of 
soda; bring to the boil; simmer for ten 
minutes, stirring well; then add a large 
tablespoonful of golden syrup to each pound 
(or two ounces of sugar), and continue 
simmering till the gooseberries are done. 


Gooseberry and Banana Trifle 


Allow three bananas to one pound of 
gooseberries and half a pint of boiled 
custard. Stew gooseberries as above, then 
rub through a sieve. Put a thin layer of 
sponge cake in the bottom of a glass dish, 
spread with gooseberry purée, and on this a 
layef of mashed banana, over which squeeze 
a little lemon juice. Continue these layers, 
then pour over half a pint of boiled custard, 
and serve when cold. 


Gooseberry Batter : 
Gooseberries, sugar, 2-3 ozs.; flour, 41b.; 
and two eggs. 

Tor, tail, and wash gooseberries and put 
them in a greased fireproof dish and sprinkle 
over the sugar. Put flour in a basin, make a 
well in the centre, and pour in beaten eggs 
and half the milk. Stir till the flour is mixed 
in, then beat till surface is covered with 
bubbles: add remaining ik, and pour 
batter over gooseberries. Bake im a 
moderately hot oven for about 50 minutes. 


Gooseberry Flan 

Line a deep sandwich tin with short crust. 
Top and tail three-quarters of a pound of 
gooseberries, place on pastry, and sprinkle 
with grated rind and juice of half a lemon. 
Then top with a tablespoonful or more of 
golden syrup, and bake in a moderate oven. 
Serve cold. 


Sausage and Gooseberry Pasties 


BRUISE one pint of gooseberries and put 
in a saucepan with one and a half ounces 
of margarine, and cook very gently with lid 
on till tender. Beat to a purée, season with 
salt and pepper, and add half an ounce of 
sugar. 

Lightly fry one pound of sausages and 
leave till cold. Roll out some pastry and 
cut into large circles. Place a satisage in 
the centre of each and cover with gooseberry 
purée; damp edges, fold over, and pinch 


edges well together. Bake in a moderate 
oven. 

Gooseberry Chutney 
Gooseberries, 2lb.: figs, Ilb.: onions, Ilb.; 


sugar, 4lb.; sultanas, 4lb.; ground ginger, 1! ; 
salt, 2 teaspoonfuls; cayenne, 4 teaspoonful; 
and vinegar. 

Tor, tail, and wash gooseberries, prepare 
onions, wash sultanas and figs, and put all 
these ingredients through a mincer. Put into 
an unchipped enamel pan and add salt, 
sugar, cayenne, and ginger, and sufficient 
vinegar to cover. Cook gently for one and 
a half hours, keeping well stirred. Turn 
into.warm dry jars and store in a cool place. 


Gooseberry Sauce 


This is excellent with fish, especially 
herrings and mackerel; also with boiled or 
roast mutton. 

Green gooseberries, }lb.; sugar, 2 teaspoonfuls : 
water, | gill; margarine, | oz.; flour, 4 oz.; 
and salt and pepper. . 

Stew gooseberries with water till soft. 
then rub through a sieve; add sugar, and 
season with salt and pepper. Melt margarine, 
stir in flour smoothly, gradually add purée, 
and stir till boiling.

HABONIM’S HOSTEL FOR EVACUEES 


Mention was made in THe Jewish CHRONICLE last week 
of the intention of Habonim to start a hostel for Jewish 
evacuees. May I take this opportunity of informing 
parents and guardians that an attractive house has now 
been secured in a South Devonshire town, which is one 
of the new Government reception areas, and arrangements 
are being made to take possession in a very short time. 
It is proposed to cater, in the first instance, for some 50 
boys and girls between the ages of 11 and 16. There are 
splendid schools of all types in the town, and a technical 
school within easy distance. The hostel will be run on 
completely Orthodox lines, and every facility will be given 
for the continuance of their Jewish cultural and religious 
education. We believe there are many parents who have 
refrained from having their children evacuated because 
of the completely un-Jewish environment in which they 
might find themselves, and we invite such parents to com- 
municate with us immediately.

B.U:F. WAITS FOR “BETTER DAYS” 


Action”’’ Ceases Publication 
[From our Special Correspondent] 


Events have confirmed the statement I made last week 
that the B.U.F. was finding it difficult to keep going. ACTION 
the organ of the B.U.F., ceased publication as from last 
Friday; and the national headquarters at Sanctuary Build- 
ings, Great Smith Street, S.W., have been reduced to one 
room. The bookshop is closed, and it has become very 
difficult to get any literature. What is true of headquarters 
is true of all local branches, It may be said that in an open 
organisational form the B.U.F. no longer exists. 

A message was sent out to all subscribers to Actfon 
explaining that as the best contributors were in prison, and 
as it was not desired to lower the standard of the work, it 
had been decided to cease publication. “ There are not 
enough prisons in Britain to contain us all,” the message 
stated, “and we who remain outside will do our best to 
serve the cause and our leader until better days come.” 

Action had always been the main publication of the 
B.U.F. It is interesting to note that it was a direct descen- 
dant of a weekly paper of the same name that Mosley 
published in his New Party days. At one time, besides 
Action there were published the BLACKSHIRT, a more 
popular paper designed specially for working-class con- 
sumption, and special local ‘papers, such as the East 
LONDON PIONEER and the NORTHERN BLACKSHIRT. 

For a long time—until his break with Mosley—John 
Beckett, the Secretary of the British People’s Party, who is 
now interned, was editor of Action, and “a weekly review 
of men and events ” was contributed by William Joyce, now 
alleged to be Lord Haw-Haw. 


MORE FASCISTS ARRESTED 


More arrests of Fascists under the Defence Regulations 
have been reported during the past week. They include an 
Army captain and two privates; and R. G. Jebb, of the 
Manor House, Downton, Wilts., regional organiser and pros- 
pective Parliamentary candidate for the B.U.F. in West 
Dorset, and said to be a close friend of Mosley. 


LT.-COL. SIR THOMAS MOORE, C.B.E., M.P. 
A Disclaimer 

In our issue of June 7, in the course of an article under

party given by Sir Oswald Mosley. Among these names 
there appeared “Sir Thomas Moore Brabazon, M.P. for 
Wallasey.”

In the course of a letter drawing our attention to this 
error, Lieut.-Colonel Sir Thomas Moore, C.B.E., M.P., 
points out@hat to the best of his knowledge there is no 
gentleman of the name given in the article. Continuing, Sir 
Thomas says: 

“If you intended to refer to me, I would point out 
that your statement is absolutely incorrect. I was never 
at a dinner given by Sir Oswald Mosley; nor, although 
I was a colleague of his in the House of Commons, have 
I ever actually spoken to Sir Oswald Mosley. I have 
never been anything but a good friend to the Jewish 
Faith, as a reference to the Board of Deputies would 
have shown.” 

We very much regret that this error should have occurred 
and are perfectly sure that no person acquainted with Sir 
Thomas's public work, his constituency, and his views would 
have imagined that the erroneous name referred to him.

ASSOCIATION OF JEWISH FRIENDLY 
SOCIETIES 
Current Notes 


A meeting was held recently at the Rivoli Cinema. White- 
chapel Road, E.1, when Professor Selig Brodetsky addressed 
@ representative gathering of members of Jewish 
Friendly Societies on the need for a quick response to the 
appeal before the Community for raising funds for the 
victims of Nazi oppression. The Executive have taken 
suitable steps to set up a 50,000-shilling fund, and it is 
hoped that the Movement will loyally respond to this 
appeal. 

The Officers of the Association recently met the ¢ hief 
Registrat of Friendly Societies in connection with the 
establishment of War Savings Schemes in the Jewish 
Friendly Society Movement. Appropriate steps have been 
taken to bring this matter to the notice of responsible 
Officers of Orders and Societies and it is expected that 
schemes will be started immediately in the Movement in 
response to the Registrar's wishes. It should be noted that 
Orders and Societies may amend their rules to allow persons 
outside the Movement to become members of an Order or 
Society for the purpose of war savings only. 


The New Pensions Act 


Under Part (a) of the New. Pensions Act, from July 1, 
1940, pensions at the age of sixty become payable to insured 
women (other than special voluntary contributors) who 
satisfy certain conditions, and to the wives of insured men 
entitled to pensions hecause their husbands are sixty-five 
and over and are already drawing pensions. Part (b) deals 
with supplementary pensions. Supplementary pensions will 
be payable by the Unemloyment Assistance Board (now 
termed the Assistance Board) as from August 3, 1940. Any 
person, whether man or woman, who has been granted an 
old age pension, and any woman aged sixty or more who 
has been granted a widow's pension may apply for a 
supplementary pension if in need. Blind persons may not, 
however, apply, since they are provided for under other 
Acts of Parliament. 

The Association has set up an Advice Bureau to assist 
members, their wives, and relatives, in securing pensions, 
and members are recommended to take advantage of this 
facility. 

The Home Committee of the Association have decided 
that members joining H.M. Forces shall be relieved from 
payment of Convalescent Home contributions during the 
period of their service.

CAREERS ADVICE 


It has been proposed that part-time classes in L.C.C. 
technical and evening institutes which would normally close 
on June 30 shall be continued for a further four weeks 
where the classes are well attended. (The continuation will 
enable also the personnel of the auxiliary fire services and 
the civil defence forces to continue at the classes arranged 
for them and so provide recreative instruction during 
periods of inaction.) 

For the 1940-41 session it is proposed to open 197 
evening institutes and branches, as compared with 258 before 
the war. The arrangements include the reopening of 11 
institutes in districts in which at present there is no provi- 
sion, and for the opening of fhore branch institutes where 
additional facilities are needed. . 

It is probably little known that classes are held for the 
helping of stammerers.

London.

A BLESSING 
BY AUNTIE 


EARING the priestly blessing recited 
H-: the recent festival set me thinking 
about this beautiful and simple 
formula, and | thought you might like to 
hear some of the views of our sages and 
teachers concerning it. In the first place 
I would remind you that it has been adopted 
as the benediction also of the Christian 
Church, which clearly could find nothing to 
improve in it. The biessing is to be found 
in the sixth chapter of the Book of Num- 
bers. Moses is told to command Aaron 
and his sons (the priests) to bless the 
children of Israel ih these words: “ The 
Lord bless thee, and keep thee; the Lord 
make His face to shine upon thee, and be 
gracious unto thee: the Lord lift up His 
countenance upon thee, and give thee 
peace.” 
GIFTS 
Our Rabbis have noted that the formula 
seems to proceed by stages from one level 
to a higher one until it reaches a climax. 
It starts: “ The Lord bless thee.” This is 
interpreted to refer to material things, to 
food and clothing and our other everyday 
needs. ana keep . The 
Divine protection is invoked for us. We 
need to be kept from harm, from sickness, 
from all kinds of dangers. The Rabbis link 
the two portions of this section together in 
a beautiful way. It is good to have posses- 
sions but it is not good for these possessions 
to possess us. It is not good for us to be 
so set on riches that we forget other more 
important and vital things. So we ask God 
to bless us but also to keep us—from letting 
these gifts that He bestows on us from

spoiling and impairing our better natures, 
we must be kept from sin and evil thoughts 
and influences. 

SHINING 


The blessing goes a stage farther and 
higher. “ The Lord make His face to shine 
upon thee.” This is a beautiful figure of 
speech. You know how much more cheer- 
ful you feel on a sunny day than on one 
when the sky is overcast. Similarly, I am 
sure, you feel better when you know you 
have done good and there ts a glowy feeling 
inside you. It is then that God's face is 
shining upon you. So, perhaps, this part 
of the blessing may mean “ May God cause 


you to deserve to receive His approval.” 


The Psalmist says: “Cause Thy face to 
shine and we shall be saved.” Similarly we 
pray that God may not hide His face from 
us. “ Thou didst hide Thy face and I was 
troubled.” Let us not deserve that God 
hide His face from us. 

There is another idea suggested by the 
shining of God's face upon us, -The Rabbis 
give it the meaning of the pouring of know- 
ledge and insight upon us. The Midrash 
explains the sentence thus: “May the 
Almighty give thee cnhghtenment of the 
eyes, the light of the Shechina, the Divine 
Presence; may the fire of prophecy burn in 
the souls of thy children; may the light of 
the Torah illumine thy home.” Indeed, no 
prayer for heavenly blessing would be com- 
plete if we neglected to ask for wisdom, the 
power to use Our minds and souls to good 
ends.

This phrase, too, carries the blessing on. 
The Rabbis see in ita petition that we may 
be made kind and loving to one another. 
There is an old Rabbinical teaching that 
all the attributes that we assign to God can 
be reflected in man. This applies particu- 
larly to the Divine graciousness. One sage 
taught that if we earn the love of our fellow- 
men we automatically earn the love of 
God. Because Abraham, according to 
Jewish tradition, was kind and hospitable to 
his neighbours he earned the proud title of 
the friend of God. 


PLACE 


“ The Lord lift up His countenance upon 
thee.” ‘This is interpreted to mean that God 
will give His creatures His loving care. We 
must not think that we are too small or 
insignificant to merit attention to our needs, 
though we must remember that our desires 
are not always the same things as those the 
Almighty may deem necessary for us. The 
phrase has also been interpreted as invoking 
the favour oi the King of Kings. How proud 
anyone is, say, at a royal garden party if 
the King happens to notice some particular 
guest and exchanges a few gracious words 
with him. We ask that similarly we may 
be deemed worthy to be noticed by the 
King of the Universe. Our good deeds may 
earn us this favour. So we pray that God 


the climax of the whole blessing. There 
is a significant wording in the Hebrew. The 
word translated “give” is not really give but 
establish. We have often been given peace 
but it has not been established. The peace 
that is the highest of all human blessings 
is one that is set for ever. God ts depicted 
as making peace in His high places. There 
can be no heaven without peace, and there 
certainly can be no heaven on earth with- 
out peace. The Talmud says that peace ts 
the seal of all the blessings, and so it 1s 
fitting that the last word in the priestly 
benediction shall be S/ra/om. 

There is one word more which ought to 
be said. The formula speaks of “thee” 
not “you.” Each one is referred to 
individually. But the whole congregation, 
the whole house of Israel, is regarded as 
one whole. The interests of each are the 
interests of all. In blessing each individual, 
all are blessed.

The show of Victor Pasmore’s paintings at the Wilden- 
stein Gallery is particularly interesting for the view it gives 
of this young painter's development. 

Although this is not a large or fully retrospective 
there are paintings from every year between 1930 and 
with the addition of a number of recent paintings and one 
as early as 1926. These show a marked passage through 
various stages of influence and development, and especially 
the transition from simple imitation of the masters to the 
achievement by Mr. Pasmore of a genuine individuality 
of both vision and style. 

Among the more recent pictures I liked particularly the 
“ Flower Barrow ~ and the “ Vase of Flowers.” Indeed. the 
flower pictures generally give great scope to the artist's 
very sensitive colour harmonies. | 

I also liked the “Café,” but perhaps the outstanding 
feature of the show, although there are some interesting 
portraits, are two pictures both called “ The Maid.” 

On two scores | find the exhibition of New Paintings at 
Tooth’s Galleries depressing. First, the paintings, most of 
them, are not new, and therefore have no contact with the 
reality of the moment. Secondly, they are, with few excep- 
tions, poor paintings. 

Matthew Smith is the one bright spot (in all senses of 
_ the word) in the show. His pictures are still powerful 

expressions of a personal vision: they move and excite 
one. Mary Potter, too, is a very sensitive painter of still- 
life, and both her paintings here add to her growing 
reputation. 

But Nadia Benois, whose work | have liked so much, 
seems to have lost grip; Tristram Hillier puts down a lot of 
trivial facts with perfect neatness; and Stanley Spencer’s 
meticulous cult of the ugly is not relieved or vivified by 
either humour, or a fine sense of design, or by lovely colour. 

Nevertheless, I advise anyone who is oppressed by the 
happenings in this terrible war to go and regain calm and 
a sense of proportion by contemplating pictures as often 
as they can. It is a magnificent tonic.

_ Investments and Securities 


With the new and grave war situation resulting from 
France's decision to sue for peace business in stock markets 
came almos? to a standstill. Gilt edged prices were marked 
down to their minima. 

These minima it should be remembered are not those 
established on the outbreak of war, but the higher levels 
fixed last March. The present situation proves the wisdom 
of the authorities in fixing the minima. Once again they 
have prevented any uncontrolled break in prices 

In other sections prices are down, but business is very 
small and largely a matter of negotiation. The general 
policy of investors is to retain thew. holdings rather than 
sell at present prices. Such small selling as has been seen 
has been mainly from deceased accounts and similar sources. 
Only in a few cases such as home rails, and concerns such 
as iron and steel firms, having large works which may be 
vulnerable to air attack, has there been any pressure for 
sale. As a whole markets are commendably calm. 


HALIFAX GROWTH 


The Halifax Building Society, the largest organisation of its 
kind in the world, has recently compiled an interesting summar 
of its record of growth since its formation, in 1928, throug 
the amalgamation of the old Halifax Equitable and Halifax 
Permanent Socicties. 

Total assets now are £129,137994. This represents an increase 
of more than £70,000,000 in the past ten years. On January 
31, 1930, the total assets amounted to £59,394,342. The total 
number of accounts outstanding then was 397,681 and this has 
since been nearly doubled at 738,307 

In ten years the total advanced by the Society on mortgage 


has amounted to nearly £200,000,000. The largest amount 
m one year was £21,712,318 in the year to January 31, 1936. 
The grand total represents 338,637 separate advances. o-day 


the Society has more than 400 branches and agencies throughout 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 


BIG CABLE PROFITS 


There was a big advance in gross profits of Callender’s Cable 
and Construction Co. in 1939 at £989,157 against £723,307. 
Sharcholders will note with interest the statement that this 
imcrease was due mainly to “ circumstances which developed 
prior to the declaration of war.” 

After expenses, including £35,369 against nil for A.R.P. the 
balance is £670,908 against £448,612. Against this is charged 
£70,000 against £60,000 for depreciation and £230,000 in all 
for taxation against £75,000. Despite these increased charges 
dividend ts maintained at 15 per cent. for the year. 

The Company's output now in common with other works in 
the country, ts largely in the manufacture of materials for 
His Majesty's Forces. It is important to note, however, that 
export trade has improved. Following the report the £1 stock 
units were quoted around 55s 


HIRE-PURCHASE DIFFICULTIES 


The difficulties of hire purchasé finance, especially in the 
motor trade; are well illustrated in the report of the United 
Motor Finance Corporation for the year to March 31. Profits 
were down from £41,039 to £2,005, which is added to reserves. 
At the outbreak of war there was over £1,000,000 owing to the 
Company. 

Most hirers, it is stated, are endeavouring to meet their 
obligations but it is obvious that in many cases it is impossible 
for them to do so. The ultimate value of hirers’ balances cannot 
be assessed at present. Meanwhile cases of hardship are being 
treated with all reasonable gencrosity 

While business was increasing up to August last it is now 
but a shadow of its former self and the Directors state that 
with petrol rationing and other restrictions there ts little pros- 
pect of any fresh trade. They can only hope that in a year’s 
time a more accurate estimate of values may be possible. 


G.E.C. REPORT DUE 


As is the case with a number of other large organisations 
with widespread imterests, war conditions have caused some 
delay in the publication of the accounts of the General Electric 
Co. for the year to March 31 last’ It is announced however, 
that they should be available early in July 

Normally the year’s dividend is announced about the middle 
of June, and a year ago the annual mecting was held on June 
29. The distribution will be awaited with considerable interest. 
So wilespread ts the business that the effect of war conditions 
is difficult to judge. No doubt. a considerable volume of 
National work ts now being undertaken } 

For five years past the annual dividend has been 10 per cent, 
accompanied in each of the past two years by a 10 per cent. 
cash bonus. The £1 ordinary units which were as high as 
83s. 3d. early in the year, have recently been a rather poor 
market around 63s. 9d. 


SOUTH AFRICAN BREWERIES 


South African Breweries Ltd. has a most consistent dividend 
record. The Company owns breweries at most of the important 
centres in the Union. Ordinary dividend for some years has 
been a regular 20 per cent., supplemented by a cash bonus 
of 24 per cent. for the three years up to March 31, 1939. 

For the year to March this year the dividend is again 20 
per cent., but the cash bonus is omitted. The Directors have 
always followed a licy of paying ordinary dividends free 
of tax. That policy ts contmued for the past twelve months. 

Profit figures are not available at the mement_ It ts, there- 
fore, impossible to determine whether the absence of the cash 
bonus is due to reduced earnings. [It is probable, however, 
that the smaller total distribution to shareholders results from 
increased taxation here and in the Union, while it may also 
result from conservatism at this juncture by the Directors, The

“D.C.0.” CARRIES ON 


The Deserving Charities Organisation, popularly known 
as the D.C.O., is still carrying on with its noble work, 
despite the difficulties of the day. At a meeting last week, 
methods of making a B.E.F. and Red Cross function “ the 
biggest thing ever” were discussed. Mr. W. Olivestone, 
the Chairman, told me (writes a JewisH CHRONICLE repre- 
sentative) that during the three years of its existence more 
than £2.500 has been collected by his Society for a variety 
of charitable objects, Jewish and non-Jewish Special assist- 
ance has been given to refugees, and many individuals 
are being supported. The General Secretaries are the Misses 
H. Morris and R. Wolberg, and the headquarters are at 
Jacks Restaurant, Clapton Common, N.16.

THEATRES 
A PLAY ABOUT BORSTAL 


**Boys in Brown” 


Mr. Reginald Beckwith’s play at the Gate Theatre includes 
some very skilful characterisation which differentiates 
interestingly between the various kinds of boys to be found 
at Borstal 

The impression is given that the author has wrestied with 
the probviem of adolescent delinquents and the means of thei 
treatment and has sincefely striven to view the difficuitics 
objectively. It is no discredit that he gives us really very little 
indication of a solution to this bdDatfliag question. The skill in 
characterisation holds the interest throughout the play; and the 
stimulation of the sense of social responsibility which it provides 
is an example of one of the highest functions of the theatre. 

It may be argued that the plot of Mr Beckwith’'s play is 
slight and unattractive. But his theme is so sincerely treated 
that the drama springs from a different source than the usual 
sequence of interest. There is a particularly effective study of a 
scheming little villain corrupting a decent youngster. Possibly 
the cause of the latter’s succumbing is too pointedly a con- 
trivance of argument. But it opens up the question of 
whether progress which has so far proceeded largely from clumsy 

intentions has reached its limit from this source of 
mspiration and whether any further advance must come from 
scientific psychological plannin

French Comedy at the Richmond 


This merry trifle at the Richmond Theatre this week has 
been adapted from the French of Andrée Mery by Minnie 
Richard. 

Ihe explanation of the title is that it represents the hours 
during the afternoon when the witty and charming wife of a 
politician retreats to a bachelor flat lent her by an actress frend 
to escape from the exhausting rowdiness of her very modern 
son and daughter and their friends. [here is a piquant situation 
created when it becomes clear that the calf-like adoration of 
a young man for the mother lands lim into an engagement to 
the daughter.

MEN INTO DWARFS 


Excellent Piece of Film Making 


Dr. Cyclops is an excellent piece of film making. It fs 
the story of a half-mad scientist working outside a radium 
mine in the Amazon jungle. He discovers how to reduce 
the size of animals and man. When some assistants he has 
sent for arrive, and begin to be curious about the nature 
of his experiment, he reduces them to a height of fourteen 
inches. 

The rest of the film which is in technicolour tells of their 
adventures in trying to escape from the crazed doctor, how 
they are chased by a cat which appears to them 4s a raven- 
ing monster and how they hide beneath cactus leaves to 
escape the attention of a hen. In the end they outwit 
the shortsighted doctor by hiding his spectacles and after 
many months during which they grow steadily, they regain 
their normal size. 

The trick photography is excellently done and the acting 
of Albert Bekker as the doctor is sufficiently sinister, but the 
story is apt to limp. The continuity ts poor and one’s 
interest is not as sustained as it should be. Ernest 
Schoedsack, who made “ King Kong,” directed the picture. 
It has an “ A™ Certificate and begins at the Carlton to-day. 


SOILED PRIMROSES 
Difficult Part for Ginger Rogers 


Despite the title, Primrose Path (Cert. “ A”), showing at 
the Gaumont, Haymarket, is a study in the sordid realism 
of life in a downtown American family. The father ts a 
hopeless drunkard, the mother perforce a woman of shady 
reputation, keeping the family on her earnings, and the 
grandmother a domineering and malignant virago. 
Naturally, the elder daughter, Ellie May, ts terribly un- 
happy; she is at that indeterminate age when youth ought 
to be stepping along the primrose path to love and happi- 
ness, but through some complex she prefers to talk and 
act like a boy hooligan. Then, as she has learnt to get 
whatever she can by her wits, she gets Ed Wallace by 
sheer stratagem. And when in due course Ed finds out 
how she got him, is he mad! Back home, Ellie May finds 
her mother dying, committing the care of the family to 
her. That burden nearly sends her into a life of easy 
virtue, but Ed turns up repentant just in time.
